The  Fifty-second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Gi*ange 
opened  in  full  form  in  the  fourth  degree  in  Rajah  Temple,  Reading,  Pa.,  on 
Tuesday  morning,  December  9,  1924,  at  10:30  o'clock.  Worthy  Master  John 
A.  McSparran  presiiied.  All  the  other  officers  were  in  their  respective 
stations,  excepting  the  Worthy  Steward,  Brother  T.  E.  Talbett,  and  Worthy 
Pomona,  Sister  Louie  Taylor  Rodgers.  These  vacancies  were  temporarily 
filled  by  appointment.  Mayor  William  E.  Sharman  cordially  welcomed  the 
Grange  to  Reading.  H.  Robert  Mays,  a  former  district  attorney  of  Berks 
County,  himself  a  farm  boy  and  a  member  of  the  Order,  extended  the 
welcome  of  the  Granges  of  Berks  County.  It  was  evident  that  the  local 
committee  had  done  its  work  well,  for  all  the  arrangements  were  perfect. 
Rajah  Temple  was  a  splendid  meeting  place.  The  big  auditorium,  filled 
with  earnest  men  and  women  from  every  quarter  of  the  State,  presented 
an  inspiring  sight  as  the  convention  began.  The  Worthy  Overseer,  Brother 
Roland  Benjamin,  of  Bradford  County,  occupied  the  chair  while  Worthy 
Master  McSparran  delivered  his  annual  address,  which  was  as  follows: 

MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

Officers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange : 

Ten  years  have  passed  since  the  gavel  of  State  Grange  was  handed 
me  by  your  installing  officer  for  the  first  time.  The  work  has  been  heavy 
and  the  duties  many.  I  shall  rejoice  with  you  when  at  the  close  of  this 
session  another  shall  take  up  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  leadership 
in  this  mighty  organization. 

Not  that  the  work  is  unpleasant,  for  no  executive  ever  handed  back 
the  toga  of  office  with  kindlier  recollections  of  splendid  cooperation  and 
abiding  friendships  than  have  marked  these  years  in  which  we  have  worked 
together  to  build  up  our  great  fraternity. 

We  have  not  labored  in  vam.     Ten  years  ago  we  had  63,000  members 
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and  now  we  have  91,000.  Ten  years  ago  we  had  a  district  deputy  system, 
and  Pomona  supported  by  those  who  wished  to  help.  Now  we  have  a  State 
deputy  system  coordinating  with  a  properly  financed  Pomona,  with  county 
deputies,  and  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  thereby  created  and  the  more 
careful  attention  to  weak  Granges  is  showing  in  less  dormancy  and  stronger 
Granges. 

The  moving  of  the  Secretary's  office  to  Harrisburg  and  combining  it 
with  the  Legislative  agency  has  worked  out  beyond  the  largest  expecta- 
tion, due,  it  must  be  stated,  principally  to  Brother  Brenckman's  efficient 
handling  of  the  work  committed  to  him  in  those  important  fields. 

The  checkmating  of  the  Farm  Bureau  Federation  movement  in  Pennsyl- 
vania will  mark  this  period  in  our  achievement  as  an  Order.  When  we 
took  this  step  so  courageously  and  unitedly  some  years  ago,  this  organiza- 
tion, fathered  by  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  and  advertised  by  the  special 
interest  press,  was  sweeping  the  country  and  thousands  of  honest  farmers 
went  into  it  under  the  impression  that  it  was  a  real  farmer's  organization. 
Today  those  thousands  are  getting  out  as  rapidly;  and  at  a  meeting  of  the 
executive  committee  in  Chicago  lately  they  had  fourteen  hundred  dollars 
in  the  national  treasury  and  thirty-two  thousand  dollars  worth  of  debts. 
Membership  has  fallen  off  so  badly  that  they  do  not  give  figures  but  hide 
behind  the  excuse  that  their  records  are  not  made  up.  They  are  now 
busily  looking  for  suckers  at  thirty  dollars  for  three  years  and  I  am  sorry 
to  say  some  of  those  are  found  in  Pennsylvania,  happily  only  a  very  few 
thousand. 

We  do  not  hear  so  much  about  Howard  as  a  farm  leader,  now  that  he 
is  drawing  a  fat  salary  from  the  railroad  lobby;  and  Gray  Silver  will  have 
a  deal  of  trouble  to  earn  his  reputed  salary  of  twenty  thousand  as  head  of 
the  wheat  corporation. 

Real  farm  organization  in  some  of  the  States  where  they  adopted  the 
policy  of  going  along  have  lost  tens  of  thousands  of  members,  one  State 
nearly  thirty  thousand,  so  that  we  were  right  in  our  attitude  toward 
the  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation  and  should  be  thankful  that  we 
made  the  fight  in  time. 

We  helped  to  organize  and  finance  the  National  Board  of  Farm  Organi- 
zations. The  response  of  the  membership  to  this  movement  is  the  finest 
recorded  by  any  state  in  the  Union,  and  the  Congressional  Record  shows 
that  the  votes  that  have  put  over  such  measures  as  have  passed  for  the 
benefit  of  agriculture  have  come  from  the  States  represented  by  the 
National  Board  of  Farm  Organizations.  The  fact  that  the  rest  of  the 
Grange  organization  has  not  seen  fit  to  enter  into  this  affiliation  with  other 
farm  organizations  brought  at  first  some  reproach  and  some  persecution 
to  some  of  us,  but  the  magnificent  backing  of  the  membership  with  their 
money,  together  with  the  quiet  but  very  definite  influence  of  the  organi- 
zation in  national  affairs,  has  Uken  away  the  tendency  to  reproach  and 
again  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  holds  a  unique  position  which  can 
never  be  taken  from  her.  To  Brother  Wm.  T.  Greasy  and  Governor 
Pinchot  must  be  given  a  large  measure  of  credit,  for  their  earnest  work 
and  counsel  were  a  big  factor  in  the  construction  of  the  organization. 

And  thus  the  years  have  flown.  The  *Ve"  used  in  this  recital  is  not 
the  editorial  'Sve,"  but  the  pural  we  of  cooperation,  for  that  is  exactly  what 
has  put  these  things  over.  When  your  officers  asked  Pennsylvania  Patrons 
to  go  to  Washington  to  help  boost  the  National  Board  of  Farm  Organiza- 
tions they  responded  in  numbers  that  meant  real  interest  and  devotion. 

When  they  were  appealed  to  by  our  Worthy  Secretary  to  do  something 
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to  assist  in  securing  legislation  through  the  weekly  bulletins  and  through 
Grange  News,  they  responded  literally  by  the  hundred. 

When  they  were  requested  as  citizens  to  go  out  into  their  several 
parties  and  see  the  kind  of  people  who  represented  them,  they  responded  by 
sending  scores  of  persons  to  the  Legislature  whose  delight  is  to  help  with 
the  Grange  policy,  because  they  believe  in  it  and  serve  no  hidden  interest. 

Hundreds  of  Granges  support  the  Keystone  Exchange  on  the  sound 
theory  that  a  contracting  agency  of  that  kind  by  its  contract  influences  not 
only  the  commodities  that  are  actually  bought  through  the  Exchange,  but 
all  the  commodities  sold  within  the  reach  of  the  contract,  and  the  gain 
they  make  is  not  measured  by  the  difference  between  what  they  pay  and 
what  they  would  pay  buying  elsewhere,  but  what  they  pay  and  what  they 
would  have  to  pay  no  matter  where  they  bought,  if  no  such  contracting 
agency  was  operating  in  their  behalf. 

When  we  asked  Granges  to  prepare  themselves  for  better  degree 
work  by  the  purchase  of  equipment,  the  response  in  the  subordinate  Granges, 
and  especially  in  Pomonas,  was  phenomenal,  and  the  result  is  fine  degree 
teams  can  be  found  in  all  parts  of  the  State. 

Such  team  work  means  a  strong  organization,  and  ours  is  strong.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  our  membership  the  last  two  years  has  dropped 
from  a  little  less  than  97,000  to  something  over  91,000  we  are  healthy  and 
stronger  than  ever. 

The  paying  of  Pomona  dues  in  subordinate  Grange  has  had  the  very 
fine  effect  among  other  good  things  that  it  has  caused  the  cutting  out  of 
dead  wood  as  nothing  else  could  have  done,  for  the  tax  paid  to  State 
Grange  now  is  large  enough  to  make  Granges  look  carefully  whether  or 
not  they  are  paying  more  than  they  should  pay. 

This  together  with  the  abandonment  of  farms  and  the  removal  from 
farms  to  other  business  accounts  for  the  loss  we  have  sustained  and  we 
are  convinced  from  the  reports  now  coming  in  that  we  have  lost  practically 
nothing  in  the  last  six  months  and  everything  bids  fair  for  an  increase  the 
coming  year. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER 


The  statements  just  made  partly  cover  this  subject  but  there  are  further 
evidences  of  a  fine  healthy  condition  in  our  ranks,  some  of  which  should 
be  enumerated.  First  the  continued  boom  in  the  building  of  Grange  halls. 
Not  only  are  many  Granges  providing  themselves  with  meeting  places, 
but  as  the  years  go  by  the  conception  of  the  Grange  as  a  community 
centre  is  being  worked  out  in  structures  so  well  adapted  to  the  proper  com- 
munity needs,  and  the  belief  in  the  possibilities  for  community  betterment 
thereby  is  seen  in  the  donation  of  material,  time  and  considerable  amounts 
of  money  to  this  purpose.  In  a  time  of  prosperity  this  would  indicate  no 
deep  feeling,  but  at  a  time  when  the  income  is  reduced  and  help  scarce 
it  speaks  volumes  for  the  stability  of  the  Grange. 

Another  thing  that  shows  good  condition  is  the  fact  that  so  many 
Granges  are  canvassing  their  communities  for  members  and  the  response 
is  highly  encouraging.  Twenty  to  forty  is  not  uncommon,  and  one  Grange 
in  Cumberland  County  writing  for  a  dispensation  for  a  child  casualty  re- 
marked that  they  were  taking  in  a  class  of  sixty,  and  Geigertown  in  Berks 
County  reports  upwards  of  ninety  that  took  the  degrees  together.  If  every 
Grange  would  put  on  a  systematic  canvass  of  its  neighborhood  the  total 
would  be  wonderful. 
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COOPERATIVE   FIELD 

Our  cooperative  activities  covei'  a  wide  range.  We  can  report  progress 
in  each  of  the  fields  cultivated. 

At  the  time  the  register  was  compiled  this  year  we  had  passed  the 
hundred  million  mark  in  fire  insurance,  having  over  one  hundred  and  four 
million  of  outstanding  insurance.  The  previous  year  shows  over  seventy- 
eight  million.     A  splendid  increase  of  twenty-six  million  for  the  year. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company,  which  we  helped  to 
organize  and  with  which  we  have  a  contract  will  make  a  detailed  report 
to  this  body.  Sufiice  to  say  that  the  increase  in  annual  business  is  around 
100  per  cent,  over  last  year's  and  at  a  substantial  saving  in  expense,  which 
is  doubly  pleasing. 

The  Keystone  Exchange  is  meeting  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  es- 
tablished in  fuller  measure  each  year. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Brother  Dorsett  and  many  other  Patrons  solicit 
from  the  Grange  orders  for  commercial  firms,  thus  adding  the  element 
of  personality  to  the  appeal  of  price,  the  question  is  raised  whether  the 
Exchange  should  put  some  Patron  in  the  field  to  increase  the  actual  business 
done  through  the  Exchange. 

I  believe  that  while  we  would  all  like  to  see  the  Exchange  business 
increase  in  volume,  yet  its  principal  business  is  to  set  the  pace;  and  as 
long  as  commercial  houses  do  business  at  a  fair  price  we  should  rather 
use  the  Exchange  to  see  that  the  price  is  fair  than  to  supplant  the  legitimate 
distributing  agencies  which  do  play  fair.  If  the  placing  of  field  men 
would  increase  the  price  the  Granges  would  have  to  pay,  the  service  rendered 
by  the  Exchange  in  the  control  of  the  outside  business  would  be  lessened 
by  as  much  as  the  price  level  would  be  increased.  The  problem  should 
have  thoughtful  consideration  and  the  course  pursued  that  best  calculated 
to  promote  the  interests  of  our  members. 

One  of  the  pleasant  duties  I  have  to  perform  is  to  sign  the  checks  that 
weekly  go  to  those  who  have  accidents  and  are  receiving  the  relief  our 
Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  gives.  Some  of  us  know  the 
satisfaction  that  comes  when  accident  befalls  us  to  have  a  responsible  in- 
stitution step  in  and  assume  all  risk  and  pay  reasonable  charges.  It  has 
been,  however,  a  deep  disappointment  that  so  few  comparatively  have  taken 
advantage  of  this  help,  which  is  so  reasonable  in  cost  for  the  service  it 
renders.  Each  year  shows  more  interest,  and  no  doubt  the  day  will  come 
when  farmers  will  insure  against  accident  just  as  readily  as  they  now  do 
against  fire. 

LEGISLATION 

In  the  field  of  legislation  the  Grange  is  looked  upon  as  a  potent  factor 
for  good  to  the  State.  No  one  can  charge  that  its  program  is  either 
narrow  or  partisan.  Truly  "in  morality  we  seek  the  highest  standards"  as 
our  declaration  of  purposes  declares. 

Our  success  in  securing  legislation  rests  on  the  responses  our  Granges 
make  to  the  requests  for  action  given  through  the  weekly  bulletins.  Every 
Grange  should  have  an  officer  or  a  committee  whose  duty  it  should  be  to 
scan  the  bulletins  as  soon  as  they  come  and  see  if  there  is  anything  de- 
manding such  haste  that  it  cannot  wait  until  the  next  meeting,  and  in  any 
case  to  report  promptly  and  when  the  Grange  has  acted  upon  a  given 
question  take  the  step  required  so  that  our  representatives  will  know  that 
their  constituents  are  working  with  them  and  in  friendly  way  wishing  to 
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help  them  to  solve  rightly  the  many  questions  that  arise  in  the  flood  of 
bills  they  have  to  handle  in  so  short  a  time. 

The  honest  representative,  and  the  great  majority  of  them  are  honest, 
wants  to  know  what  his  constituents  desire;  and  it  is  a  relief  to  the 
legislator  to  receive  word  that  a  large  number  of  his  constituents  agree  upon 
a  bill.  He  can  then  give  his  time  more  fully  to  bills  upon  which  there  is 
not  so  well  defined  a  policy.  In  the  last  legislature  the  response  of  the 
Granges  was  the  finest  we  have  ever  had  and  the  results  the  most  satis- 
factory. 

Big  problems  are  coming  before  the  Legislature  when  it  convenes  next 
month.  The  Legislative  Committee  will  take  up  these  questions  at  length 
and  suggest  a  policy  for  your  consideration.  In  this  report  we  shall  call 
your  special  attention  to  just  a  few  that  will  need  your  closest  attention 
during  the  coming  months. 

Of  first  importance  no  doubt  is  the  tax  law  that  was  passed  at  the  last 
session,  laying  a  profits  tax  on  corporations.  This  law  repeals  itself  and 
we  must  see  that  it  is  reenacted.  No  one  can  claim  that  Standard  Oil, 
Baldwin  Locomotive,  Portland  Cement,  Bethlehem  Steel,  United  States 
Steel  and  such  corporations  are  not  able  to  pay  their  share  of  the  cost  of 
government.  They  put  their  money  into  political  campaigns  and  then 
demand  tariff  privileges  from  the  Federal  Government  and  tax  exemption 
from  the  State  Government.  The  homes  of  the  State  have  been  compelled 
to  bear  the  burden  of  the  exemption  accorded  them  and  they  are  going  to 
demand  that  exemption  again  by  claiming  that  so  much  tax  is  not  needed. 
If  that  should  prove  to  be  true  then  the  place  to  begin  to  reduce  is  with 
those  who  have  been  paying  more  than  their  share,  and  not  with  those 
who  have  been  forced  at  last  to  pay  a  small  part  of  the  share  they  should 
each  and  every  year  have  been  paying. 

Some  of  the  farms  and  homes  of  the  State  are  paying  ninety-six  mills, 
and  there  is  absolute  need  that  this  condition  be  remedied  by  having  the 
State  take  over  more  of  the  cost  of  schools  and  roads,  or  else  have  our 
whole  tax  system  changed  so  that  every  dollar,  no  matter  in  what  invested, 
shall  pay  its  share  of  every  tax  collected  for  State,  county  and  local  needs. 

Second,  there  should  be  no  backward  step  taken  in  enforcement  matters. 
It  has  been  stated  that  there  are  scores  of  receipts  for  denaturing  alcohol 
issued  by  the  Treasury  Department  at  Washington  and  that  some  of 
these  receipts  are  such  that  the  denaturant  can  be  taken  out  as  easily  as 
it  is  put  in.  At  any  rate,  both  in  State  and  Nation  only  those  who  are  in 
sympathy  with  the  law  should  be  allowed  to  stay  in  the  enforcement  army. 
The  idea  of  making  a  difference  before  the  law  between  whiskey  and  wine 
and  beer  is  without  foundation  in  argument,  for  the  liquor  trade  itself 
has  always  proven  that  they  were  selling  not  a  beverage,  but  an  effect, 
for  they  used  one  glass  for  high  powered  stuff  and  a  medium  sized  glass 
for  the  medium  alchohol  content,  and  the  schooner  for  beer.  Those  who  go 
on  the  highways  today  or  who  handle  the  complicated  and  dangerous 
machinery  of  farm  and  factory  should  have  clear  heads  and  the  welfare  of 
the  members  of  society  who  do  not  poison  themselves  with  alcohol  demands 
that  those  who  would  do  so  should  be  prevented  by  such  measures  as  will 
bring  the  answer.  More  of  our  judges  are  imposing  jail  sentences  for 
breach  of  the  Volstead  Act,  and  when  they  do  so  we  as  Grangers  should 
write  them  by  formal  resolution  and  thank  them  for  taking  measures  that 
will  not  be  played  with. 

The  road  question  still  presents  the  same  old  cleavage  of  opinion  that 
has  always  held.     Boulevards  at  very  high  cost  is  still  the  system  used  by 
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the  Highway  Department. 

We  are  building  cement  road  at  tremendous  expense  and  if  the  cost 
of  repair  as  exemplified  by  the  road  from  Williamsport  to  Muncy  is  a  fair 
one,  the  State  may  as  well  bid  good-bye  to  the  hope  that  we  will  after  a 
few  years  be  over  the  big  expenditure  for  roads.  The  Grange  contended 
that  we  should  adopt  a  system  of  roads  that  would  get  the  people  out  of 
the  mud  and  give  outlet  to  market  place  and  shipping  point.  Had  that 
policy  been  adopted  at  that  time  we  could  by  now  have  had  at  least  15,000 
miles  of  macadam  road  and  the  balance  from  the  difference  in  cost  would 
have  maintained  the  system  in  large  measure  to  the  end  of  time.  In 
places  the  macadam  would  not  have  stood  up  under  the  traffic;  but  with  a 
solid  stone  foundation  such  reinforcement  of  brick,  cement  or  macadam 
could  have  been  added  as  experience  showed  to  be  necessary.  But  the  point 
to  remember  is  we  would  now  have  been  out  of  the  mud.  The  present  tax 
on  automobiles  and  trucks  without  any  bond  issues  would  have  given  us 
a  thousand  dollars  a  mile  for  maintenance  and  five  million  for  the  running 
of  the  Department  and  the  laying  of  new  road.  As  it  is  we  have  less 
than  five  thousand  miles  of  road  and  at  present  rates  of  cost  the  next  five 
thousand  miles  will  cost  $150,000,000  more  and  no  provision  for  maintenance. 

Side  by  side  with  this  extravagant  expenditure  great  trucks  are  allowed 
to  travel  the  highways  and  pound  the  foundation  to  pieces  and  divert  from 
the  railroads  the  traffic  that  they  should  have.  There  is  a  disposition  today 
not  to  care  whether  the  railroads  get  traffic  or  not;  but  we  will  wake  up 
to  the  fact  some  of  these  days,  when  our  spree  is  over  and  our  money  spent, 
that  we  have  to  have  the  railroads  and  that  we  will  be  taxed  by  rates 
that  will  keep  them  up.  We  should  demand  of  the  railroads  that  they 
perform  the  functions  of  transportation  at  reasonable  rates,  and  then  see 
that  they  get  the  traffic  they  should  have.  That  the  railroads  themselves 
are  putting  some  of  these  trucks  on  the  road  only  shows  the  need  of  an 
enlivened  public  interest  in  the  whole  subject  of  transportation. 


JUDICIAL  DECISIONS 

The  Grange  has  lately  entered  a  new  field  of  endeavor  with  splendid 
success.  Some  time  ago  the  Berks  County  Pomona  went  into  court  to 
determine  whether  a  Grange  was  liable  for  a  mercantile  tax  and  estab- 
lished the  fact  that  when  they  deal  cooperatively  and  distribute  from  the 
car  or  package  they  are  not  liable. 

This  year  Indiana  County  Pomona  went  into  court  and  brought  out  the 
fact  that  a  farmer  is  not  liable  to  an  occupation  tax.  This  decision  was  dis- 
seminated through  Grange  News  and  should  be  carried  to  every  part  of  the 
State,  for  we  pay  much  more  than  our  share  in  millage  taxes  without 
paying  occupation  taxes. 

The  State  Grange  through  its  Legislative  Committee  found  out  that 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  bonding  the  State  for  the 
soldier's  bonus,  was  not  in  proper  shape  for  submission  and  accordingly 
brought  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  into  court  in  a  friendly  suit  to 
determine  the  fact.  Brother  Allan  D.  Miller  pled  the  case  and  lost  the  suit 
in  the  lower  court  but  won  out  completely  when  the  case  was  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

These  worthy  efforts  show  the  force  of  organization  and  should  be 
continued  as  occasion  arises.

RURAL  LEADERSHIP  SCHOOL 

Another  new  field  has  been  entered  in  the  establishment  of  a  Rural 
Leadership  School  at  Centre  Hall,  just  before  the  Centre  Hall  Encampment 
is  held,  so  that  the  tents  and  equipment  of  the  encampment  can  be  used  for 
the  school  at  small  cost.  This  year  an  experiment  was  made  to  test  out 
whether  such  a  school  had  a  real  place  and  a  worth  while  work.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  State  Grange,  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  scholars 
themselves  all  agree  that  the  curriculum  is  very  worth  while  and  worth 
much  more  than  the  expense  entailed  to  get  it. 

The  coming  year  the  Executive  Committee  hope  to  develop  a  curricu- 
lum that  will  be  most  attractive,  featuring  the  building  of  Grange  programs, 
the  staging  of  Grange  plays,  the  training  of  teams  for  this  purpose,  the 
complete  exemplification  of  the  unwritten  work,  games  for  community 
picnics,  community  singing  and  how  to  get  it;  demonstrations  as  well  as 
actual  laboratory  work  by  the  student  is  the  method  these  experts  use  to 
get  the  truth  home.  This  school  should  be  the  regional  Lecturers  con- 
ference for  this  district  as  well  as  covering  ground  not  included  in  the 
regular  Lecturer's  work.  During  this  meeting  the  details  will  be  entered 
into  more  fully  than  can  be  done  here. 

ORGANIZATION 

Only  three  new  and  seven  reorganizations  were  secured  this  year.  There 
is  still  room  for  more  Granges  and  they  should  be  organized.  Especially 
is  this  true  of  Juvenile  Granges,  for  we  have  just  started  to  develop  this 
important  part  of  Grange  work. 

Every  Grange  should  once  a  ^ear  put  on  a  systematic  campaign  for 
members.  If  this  is  done  and  the  children  brought  into  the  Juvenile  Grange, 
thus  providing  the  natural  feeder  to  the  Grange,  just  as  the  Sunday  School 
is  to  the  church,  the  Grange  can  speedily  go  forward  into  larger  growth 
and  attainment. 

Brother  Dewey  has  this  year  given  the  Grange  in  my  judgment  the 
finest  lecture  work  we  have  had  in  many  years.  He  has  gone  almost  con- 
stantly and  has  gone  into  a  county  and  visited  all  the  Granges  that  could 
be  arranged  for  while  there.  This  it  seems  to  me  is  the  work  of  the 
Lecturer.  Not  simply  to  make  a  speech,  but  to  spend  hours  in  the  com- 
munity and  try  to  adjust  troubles  and  to  encourage  leaders  and  sometimes  to 
find  new  ones. 


NATIONAL  GRANGE 

The  session  of  the  National  Grange  lately  held  at  Atlantic  City  was 
the  most  constructive  held  in  many  years. 

A  class  of  2,032  candidates  received  the  seventh  degree  of  the  Order  and 
voting  delegates  were  present  representing  twenty-eight  different  states. 
Many  speakers  of  prominence  addressed  the  session.  W.  J.  Thompson,  of 
Maine,  retiring  from  the  executive  committee  after  a  considerable  period 
of  service  as  its  chairman,  is  succeeded  by  State  Master  A.  S.  Goss,  of 
Washington. 

Four  outstanding  votes  of  the  Atlantic  City  session  which  will  command 
attention  as  a  declaration  of  policy  by  the  National  Grange  were: 

1.  Strong  declaration  for  the  equality  of  agriculture — in  legislation  and 
in  government  plans,  also  in  the  adjustment  of  tariff  rates,  etc.,  to  insure 
an  equitable  balance  between  producers  and  consumers. 
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2.  Emphatically  endorsing  the  cooperative  marketing  }f «»  /nd  the 
promise  of  the  National  Grange  to  support  such  legislation  m  the  J™| 
session  of  Congress  as  shall  best  advance  the  cooperative  marketing 
principle,  under  Federal  supervision. 

3.  Approval  of  the  plan  for  a  Federal  commission  for  the  f^^^vment 
of  super-power,  in  order  that  its  advantages  may  be  carried  to  farmers  and 

country  Peopl^^;^^^.^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^.^^^  ^^^^j^le  date  of  the  Great  Lakes-St. 
Lawrence  waterway,  as  an  added  means  of  opening  up  transportation 
facilities  in  the  United  States. 

5  Vigorous  opposition  to  the  proposed  twentieth  amendment  on  child 
labor*  in  its  present  form,  and  the  pledge  of  the  National  Grange  to  use 
an Tts  organized  energies  to  prevent  ratification;  but  reaffirming  Grange 
interest  in  every  form  of  genuine  child  welfare,  education  and  development. 

THE  NATIONAL  GRANGE  VOTED  TO  FAVOR 
A  high  export  duty  or  an  actual  embargo,  on  logs  and  unfinished  lumber 
not  yet  fabricated  into  industrial  products. 

Immediate  completion  and  operation  of  Muscle  Shoals  by  *%Govern- 
ment  or  its  lease  on  such  terms  as  will  insure  the  production  of  fertihzer 
Tor  the  farmers  at  cost,  but  strictly  under  the  terms  of  the  water  power 

Closer  supervision  of  movie  picture  films  and  rigid  clean-up  of  ob- 
jectionable features. 

Increased  appropriations  and  efforts  to  stamp  out  bovine  tuberculosis, 
in  the  interests  of  the  public  health. 

Energetic  efforts  and  liberal  State  and  Federal  appropriations  to  check 
the  spread  of  the  European  corn-borer. 

Full  indorsement  of  the  income  tax  principle,  Federal  and  State. 
A  well-defined  policy  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
directed  towards   economic   adjustments,   rather   than   increased   production, 
as  the  immediate  need  of  the  American  farmer. 

Continuation  of  the  immigration  restrictive  laws  enacted  the  past  year 
and  objection  to  any  letting-down  of  the  bars  on  the  "ineligible  alien    clause, 
or  otherwise  permitting  the  admission  of  the  yellow  races. 
A  non-partisan  ballot  in  municipal  elections. 

Support  of  the  Federal  farm  loan  act  and  its  defense  against  legislation 
that  would  have  a  tendency  to  interfere  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  or 
to  compel  increased  interest  charges  to  farmers. 

Rigid  enforcement  of  all  laws,  Federal  and  state,  and  positive  opposi- 
tion to  any  weakening  of  the  Volstead  Act  for  enforcement  of  national  pro- 
hibition. 

Full  publicity  for  income  tax  returns. 

More  thoroughly-trained  teachers  for  rural  schools;  plain,  practical 
and  serviceable  rural  school  buildings,  with  proper  sanitary  equipment,  but 
without  extravagant  expenditure  of  funds;  ample  playgrounds  to  be  pro- 
vided in  all  plans  for  new  school  buildings  in  the  open  country. 

Endorsement  of  vocational  training  and  especially  increased  instruction 
in  agriculture;  health  inspection  work  in  the  public  schools  with  proper 
teaching  in  physiology  and  hygiene;  stress  the  necessity  for  making  the 
spirit  of  rural  school  teaching  point  towards  country  life  instead  of  away 
from  it. 
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Such  reorganization  of  the  railroad  labor  board  at  Washington  as  shall 
give  the  public  larger  instead  of  reduced  representation. 

THE  NATIONAL  GRANGE  OPPOSES 

Any  shifting  of  bureaus  or  other  activities  from  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  creation  of  any  new  bureaus  or  departments  in  Federal  or  state 
administration.  , 

Federal  or  state  aid  for  reclamation,  irrigation  and  colonization  pro- 
jects, until  such  time  as  it  is  clearly  apparent  that  the  available  agri- 
cultural acreage  of  the  country  must  be  increased. 

Daylight-saving,  or  any  other  time  system  that  shall  interfere  with  the 
universal  operation  of  Standard  Time  in  all  states  and  parts  of  states. 

All  reductions  in  tariff  rates  on  dairy  products,  which  rates  are  declared 
already  so  low  that  American  dairymen  are  suffering  seriously  from  foreign 
competition. 

The  use  of  milk  or  any  milk  products  in  combination  with  vegetable 
oils  to  manufacture  "imitation  butter." 

Any  universal  school  centralization  or  consolidation  policy,  on  the 
ground  that  school  questions  are  purely  local  in  their  nature. 

Every  form  of  adulteration  of  food  and  fibre  products  and  misrepre- 
sentation in  branding  or  labeling;  with  strong  reaffirmation  of  former 
Grange  demand  for  an  effective  truth-in-fabrics  law. 

Particular  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  value  of  team-work  for  the 
advancement  of  agriculture — not  alone  through  all  branches  of  the  Grange, 
but  among  all  rural  organization's,  and  with  every  state  and  government 
agency  cooperating.  The  Grange  pledged  its  whole-hearted  support  to  a 
forward-looking  program  for  rural  America  and  throughout  its  entire 
session  expressed  an  optimistic  attitude  towards  the  future  of  American 
agriculture. 

The  National  Grange  also  adopted  a  reconstruction  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  such  adjustments  of  the  by-laws  and  Digest  as  will  give  to 
Pomona  its  place  and  clarify  the  status  of  all  the  degrees.  These  amend- 
ments will  be  placed  before  you  for  your  consideration,  together  with  others 
on  other  subjects,  for  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  State  Granges  is 
necessary  before  they  can  become  law. 

CONCLUSION 

These  matters  together  with  the  important  problems  of  legislation 
make  the  work  of  this  session  a  very  serious  matter.  Our  program  will 
be  an  intensely  full  one.  Therefore  let  no  time  be  lost  in  useless  labor. 
The  Executive  Committee  have  arranged  for  a  banquet  instead  of  the 
exemplification  of  the  fifth  degree  this  year.  We  trust  this  will  meet  with 
your  approval.  We  have  also  arranged  for  a  private  dining  room  at  the 
headquarters  that  will  seat  300.  These  things  are  done  to  help  develop 
the  spirit  of  fraternity  in  our  order,  and  while  our  meetings  are  in  progress 
give  opportunity  for  more  thorough  acquaintance  and  more  lasting  friend- 
ships. 

If  will  be  your  duty  also  to  select  a  complete  corps  of  officers  for  the 
coming  two  years.  You  all  know  from  experience  in  your  local  Grange 
how  much  depends  upon  a  live  corps  of  officers  and  so  that  is  one  of  your 
gravest  duties. 
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Many  other  problems  are  worthy  of  mention  here.  So  varied  are  the 
operations  of  our  State  Grange  that  every  phase  of  our  work  cannot  be 
recounted  here.  But  if  our  committees  are  faithful  ere  this  meetmg  closes 
we  shall  have  developed  a  policy  for  Pennsylvania  agriculture  of  which 
we  can  be  justly  proud,  and  go  home  enthused  for  better  work  and  with 
a  determination  to  make  a  fight  for  the  people  in  the  great  outdoors  that 
will  insure  the  continuance  in  our  farm  homes  of  that  type  of  American 
manhood  and  womanhood  which  has  graced  these  homes  m  the  past  and 
set  their  fine  seal  upon  the  greatest  achievements  of  our  nation. 

Our  only  danger  as  a  people  lies  not  in  a  foreign  foe  but  in  the  careless 

disregard  of  the  fact  that  the  right  of  citizenship  means  the  opportunity 

of  peaceful  service.     As  long  as  our  flag  stands  for  equal  opportunity  before 

the   law,   its   colors  will   never  touch   the   ground;   but   if   it   is   allowed   to 

stand  for  special  privilege  and  unjust  taxation,  the  essence  of  our  democracy 

will    speedily    disappear,    even    though    for    a    generation    or    two    we    may 

continue   the    empty    form.     The    nation    is    safe    if   we    can    maintain    six 

million  farm  homes  where  God  is  worshipped  and  honest  government  takes 

only  a  just  portion  of  the  product  of  peaceful  labor.     This  generation  will 

largely  decide  the  fate  of  American  agriculture.     There  is  no  more  virgin 

land.     The  farmers  ask  only  a   square  deal.     The   organized  farmers  hold 

the  key  to  the  situation  and  their  delegate  bodies  are  the  armies  with  which 

the  fight  for  justice  is  waged.     Let  your  decisions,  therefore,  be  carefully 

made  so  that  we  may  do  our  part  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  work 

of  rehabilitating  agriculture,  to  the  end  that  discontent  may  disappear  and 

happy  homes  and  golden  harvests  cover  the  land.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CHAPLAIN 

It  is  with  delight  that  I  greet  you  again.  As  the  years  pass  and  as 
I  get  better  acquainted  with  our  beloved  Order,  the  more  profound  is  my 
respect  and  admiration  for  its  principles  and  achievements,  and  the  more 
I  appreciate  the  honor  of  being  your  Chaplain. 

I  have  only  two  subjects  that  I  wish  to  discuss  in  my  report  this  year 
and  the  first  is: 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

I  trust  that  the  time  will  come  when  every  boy  and  girl  of  our 
country  will  have  the  privilege  of  an  education  in  our  public  schools, 
irrespective  of  his  church  affiliations.  A  mother  regretted  that  her  children 
could  not  be  sent  to  her  church  school  until  she  went  to  the  school  herself, 
and  then  concluded  that  her  church  had  cheated  her,  and  took  up  the 
course  and  completed  it  along  with  her  children.  And  yet,  on  the  other 
hand,  I  would  like  to  see  a  closer  relationship  between  the  church  and 
school.  Last  year  the  churches  of  our  town  had  classes  from  the  school,  one 
hour  a  week,  for  Bible  study.  Each  pupil,  with  the  consent  of  the  parent, 
made  his  own  choice  of  the  church.  Some  went  to  the  Catholic  class,  and 
the  priest  expressed  himself  as  delighted  with  the  plan.  The  plan  adopted 
by  the  ministers  and  the  superintendent  of  the  school  was  as  follows : 

The  Books  of  the  Bible,  The  Ten  Commandments,  First  and  Twenty- 
third  Psalms,  The  Beautitudes. 

The  course  also  included  a  general  outline  of  Genesis  and  the  historical 
books  and  principal  memory  verses,  such  as  John  3:16  and  the  Golden  Rule. 

But  the  State's  Attorney  General  ruled  that  we  have  no  constitutional 
right  to  take  the  children  out  of  school  for  his  purpose,  even  when  it  was 
agreed  that  there  should  be  no  discussion  of  denominational  principles. 

The  need  of  such  a  course  is  seen  when  I  tell  you  that  one  of  our 
brightest  teachers  asked  me  if  the  Ten  Commandments  were  found  in  the 
Bible.  He  actually  did  not  know.  And  he  actually  thought  that  "Drink 
wine  and  forget  your  troubles"  was  in  the  Bible. 

I  question  if  half  of  our  teachers  could  pass  even  a  cursory  examina- 
tion on  the  Bible.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  an  excellent  thing  if 
our  Normal  Schools  would  establish  a  department  of  Bible  study.  As 
literature  and  history  it  has  never  been  surpassed.  You  say  "We  have  our 
Sunday  schools  and  organized  Bible  classes."  But  there  is  getting  to  be  less 
and  less  of  real  Bible  study  in  either  of  those  institutions.  Last  spring  I 
attended  the  State  Convention  of  the  0.  A.  B.  C.  at  Philadelphia,  and  our 
beloved  State  Master  McSparran  was  there  and  they  gave  him  such  an 
ovation  as  few  men  receive  when  he  delivered  a  real  Bible  message.  They 
seemed  hungry  for  just  such  a  message,  and  I  did  not  wonder,  when  I 
asked  how  many  used  the  Bible  in  the  class  room,  and  not  ten  per  cent, 
of  them  responded.  Our  Sunday  school  conventions  and  institutes  do  not 
discuss  the  Bible  at  all,  but  spend  nearly  all  the  time  on  child  psychology. 

I  wonder  when  we  will  get  our  schools  back  to  the  people.  Lincoln's 
ideal  was  a  "Government  by  the  People,"  and  that  used  to  be  true  of  our 
schools,  but  is  not  now.  We  still  have  our  directors  and  superintendents, 
but  their  work  is  mostly  taken  to  Harrisburg.  And  our  teachers  are 
spending  too  much  time  making  out  their  reports,  not  for  the  superintendent, 
but  for  the  clerks  in  Harrisburg.  And  our  directors  are  not  considered 
capable  of  planning  any  building  or  improvement  for  their  schools,  but 
just  as  though  there  was  no  brains  anywhere  else,  must  send  to  Harris- 
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burff  for  plans  and  specifications.  They  are,  however,  permitted  to  put 
thefr  hands  down  in  their  pockets  and  foot  the  bills,  and  too  often  they 
have  to  put  their  hands  down  deep.  Here  is  ^Taxation  without  Representa- 
tion"  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  soon  come  into  our  won  again. 

We  have  reached  the  age  of  specialists,  specialists  in  reading  writing, 
arithmetic,  history,  etc.,  but  we  seem  to  have  failed  in  just  plain  teaching. 
Tmerby  this  that  the  teacher  should  teach  more  than  books  and  branches 
She  ought  to  understand  that  she  herself  is  being  studied,  and  that  this 
living  book  is  going  to  be  used  more  than  those  with  board  covers.  Some- 
body  has  said  that  Matthew  Arnold  on  one  end  of  a  log  and  a  boy  on  the 
other  was  a  university. 

LAW   ENFORCEMENT 

Why  this  subject?     There  is  no  call  or  public  demand  for  this  when  it 
concerns  murder,  robbery,   petty   thieving,   or  the   ^^^^.^^^'''I' ^''l^^^ 
and  children.     No  respectable  citizen  who  cares  anything  for  his  standing 
in  the  community  where  he  lives  even  thinks  of  violating  these  laws    and 
knows  that  if  he  should,  he  could  not  do  so  with  impunity,  for  any  length 
of  time.     Even  the  officers  would  be  compelled  to  enforce  them.     If  they 
did  not,  the  people  would  take  the  matter  in  hand  and  the  old  time  Vigilance 
Committee  would  again  be  organized.     But  there  is  a  great  cry  m  the  land 
that    the    Eighteenth    Amendment    is    entirely    of    a    different    matter    and 
ought  to  be^repealed,  and  that  violators  are  justified  in  this  lawlessness 
But  those  who  are  raising  the  cry  have  never  been  law  abiding,  and  only 
want  a  restrictive  law  in  their  favor  to  have  something  to  cover  up  their 
crimes.     Under  the  license   system  very  much   more     iquor  ^^   ^o^d  that 
never  paid  a  revenue  than  was  sold  legally.     A   distiller  in  Wilkes   Barre 
was   seen  to  make   a  barrel   of  whiskey   out   of   a  barrel   of  water  and  a 
bottle  of  drug  which  he  had  in  hi^  pocket.     But  these  people   claim  that 
they    don^t   want   the    old    system,   but    drinks    of    a    little    more    strength 
But  what  would  be  the  result?     Canada  tried  it  and  here  is  a   statement 
published  in  the  Rochester  Times-Union,  August  22,  1924. 

"Winnipeg,  Man.,  Aug.  21.— Apprehensive  of  regulatory  action  on  the 
part  of  the  government,  the  Manitoba  Brewers  Association  has  decided  to 
cut  off  the  supply  of  draft  beer  furnished  to  the  hotels  of  Winnipeg.  This 
is  the  result  of  the  public  outcry  against  the  wide-open  condition  which 
has  developed  since  liquor  was  made  easily  available  under  the  Moderation 
League  Act.  Beer  and  whiskey  is  being  sold  freely  in  hotels,  clubs,  bars 
and  other  public  places,  despite  the  fact  that  the  law  permits  liquor  to  be 
purchased  only  for  consumption  in  one^s  private  dwelling  house. 

The  Moderation  League  Act  was  ratified  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago 
on  the  understanding  that  the  establishment  of  government  hquor  stores, 
which  the  act  provided  for,  would  make  it  impossible  for  the  growang 
bootleg  traffic  to  continue.  Liquor  was  to  be  purchased  by  the  citizens  who 
desired  it,  for  use  only  in  their  homes.  And  a  proposal  to  permit  the 
sale  of  light  wines  and  beers  in  hotels,  restaurants,  etc.,  was  overwhelmingly 
defeated  at  the  polls. 

While  the  Moderation  Act,  in  the  ten  months  of  its  operation,  has 
reduced  the  bootleg  traffic,  it  has  given  rise  to,  what  is  declared  even  worse 
•onditions.  Notwithstanding  the  definite  rejection  of  their  plan  by  the 
people  the  hotel  people  and  others  are  openly  flouting  the  law,  and  selling 
beer  and  whiskey  by  the  glass  to  all  who  ask  for  it,  with  no  attempt  at 
secrecy.  . 

Repeated  raids  by.tfie  police  upon  the  premises  wkere  liquor  was  being 
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sold   and  successive   convictions   of   the  bartenders   in   the   courts   have,    so 
far,  failed  to  put  a  stop  to  the  illegal  sale. 

Our  officers  claim  that  if  we  had  less  drastic  laws  they  would  have  a 
better  chance  to  enforce  them,  but  this  is  disproveJ  by  the  report  from 
Winnipeg. 

So  we  see  that  we  would  not  better  our  condition  by  repealing  our 
law  or  even  modifying  it.  But  our  law  is  not  the  failure  that  they  would 
have  us  believe.  Nay,  IVJr.  Gifford  Gordon  of  Australia,  after  a  year  of 
investigation  and  traveling  25,000  miles  in  America  says  emphatically  that 
"Prohibition  in  the  United  States  has  succeeded,"  and  proves  it  with  facts 
that  can  not  be  disputed. 

His  first  statement  is  that  prohibition  has  decreased  drunkenness. 
During  1921,  the  number  had  dropped  to  8,169,  a  decrease  of  14,466  a  year 
in  that  one  city.  San  Francisco  reported  17,354  arrests  for  drunkenness 
during  1919.  In  1921,  the  figures  were  given  as  5,817,  showing  a  falling  off 
of  11,437.  In  Detroit,  with  "wet"  Canada  just  across  the  border,  the  figures 
for  1916,  were  17,409  arrests  for  drunkenness.  In  1921,  the  number  had 
dropped  to  7,220,  a  decrease  of  10,189.  "In  all  America,"  Judge  Gimmill, 
of  Chicago,  says,  "there  have  been  600,000  less  arrests  for  drunkenness  than 
before  prohibition."  The  Keely  Institutes  have  nearly  all  gone  out  of 
business,  and  those  in  operation  are  doing  a  very  small  business.  And  the 
Neal  Institutes  of  California  are  all  closed. 

Judge  Gimmill  says  that  "Twenty  per  cent  of  the  jails  in  the  United 
States  have  been  without  prisoners  since  prohibition  went  into  effect,  and 
in  eighty  per  cent  of  them  the  number  of  prisoners  has  been  reduced  any- 
where from  fifteen  to  eighty  per  cent. 

There  is  another  side  to  this  whole  question,  and  that  is  OUR  side.  It 
seems  to  me  that  with  nearly  100,000  Grangers  in  ^this  State  lined  up  with 
the  forces  of  righteousness,  their  influence  ought  to  count  for  better  things. 
And  I  believe  it  will. 

A  friend  of  mine  on  meeting  a  brother  whom  he  had  not  seen  for  some 
time  and  who  had  always  imbibed  said,  "How  about  the  booze?"  The 
brother  replied,  "I  am  an  American  citizen,"  and  when  the  eighteenth 
amendment  passed  I  could  not  do  anything  else  but  quit  amd  be  a  good 
American  Citizen." 

During  the  war  the  term  "Slacker"  was  used  for  those  who  would 
not  support  the  Government,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  we  ought  to  revive 
the  word  and  apply  it  not  only  to  the  bootlegger  but  to  the  buyer  and  con- 
sumer of  his  illegal  booze.

Morris  L.  Cooke,  Director  of  the  Giant  Power  Survey  Board  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  address  the  gathering.  He  spoke  briefly  but  vigorously  on  the  subject  of 
rural  electrification,  predicting  that  the  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  would 
get  electric  light  and  power  at  reasonable  rates  by  making  it  understood 
that  they  demand  service  from  our  electric  utilities  oompanies. 
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MESSAGE  TO  THE  WORTHY  STEWARD 

Brother  G.  W.  Hatch,  Chaplain  of  the  State  Grange,  announced  that 
T.  E.  Talbett,  Worthy  Steward,  was  absent  from  the  meeting,  owing  to 
the  death  of  his  mother.  Upon  his  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
send  a  message  of  sympathy  to  Brother  Talbett  in  the  name  of  the  Grange. 


George  A.  Stuart,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture,  was  next  introduced.  He  discussed  in  an  illuminating  way  the 
problem  of  marketing  wheat  to  the  best  advantage,  emphasizing  the  im- 
portance of  grading  and  the  adverse  effect  on  price  produced  by  weed  seeds 
and  other  impurities  in  wheat.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  receipts  reported  by  the  Treasurer  are  larger 
than  the  amount  reported  by  the  Secretary.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  the 
interest  received  for  Grange  funds  deposited  in  bank,  or  any  funds  other- 
wise invested,  does  not  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  except  in 
one  instance,  namely,  the  stock  held  by  the  Grange  in  the  Farmers  and 
Traders  Life  Insurance  Company. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  mentioned  Kimmerlings  Grange,  No.  1529, 
of  Lebanon  County,  as  being  the  largest  in  the  State,  with  a  membership 
of  500.  This  year  the  membership  of  Kimmerlings  Grange  has  been  in- 
creased to  606,  which  easily  gives  it  first  place  in  point  of  membership  in 
Pennsylvania. 

The  membership  of  the  average  Grange,  the  country  over,  is  just  about 
100,  as  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  there  are,  in  round  numbers, 
8  000  Subordinate  Granges  in  the  country,  with  an  aggregate  membership 
of  800,000.  Kimmerlings  Grange  therefore,  has  about  six  times  as  many 
members  as  the  average  Grange.  This  splendid  Grange  has  been  built  up 
by  team  play,  good  leadership,  and  the  harmonious  development  of  all  lines 
of  legitimate  Grange  activity.  The  cooperative  business  conducted  by  this 
Grange  during  the  past  year  amounted  to  about  $30,000. 

One  of  the  officers  of  Boiling  Springs  Grange,  of  Cumberland  County, 
recently  reported  that  his  Grange  had  done  $35,000  worth  of  cooperative 
business  during  the  last  year,  without  investing  a  cent  of  capital. 

Quite  a  few  of  the  Granges  in  various  parts  of  the  State  conducted  suc- 
cessful drives  for  increased  membership.  Every  effort  in  this  direction 
deserves  encouragement,  because  the  more  members  of  the  right  sort  we 
have,  the  more  good  we  can  accomplish.  It  is,  of  course,  understood  that 
none'  should  be  admitted  to  membership  who  are  not  eligible. 

The  Granges  of  Berks  County  put  on  a  very  effective  advertising  cam- 
paign during  the  progress  of  the  Reading  Fair,  last  September.  Five  of 
the  Subordinate  Granges  of  the  County  made  exhibits  of  agricultural  pro- 
ducts at  the  fair.  These  exhibits  filled  one  side  of  a  building  about  220  feet 
long,  and  they  constituted  one  of  the  finest  features  of  the  fair. 

In  the  center  of  the  building,  in  the  midst  of  the  Grange  exhibits,  was 
a  handsomely  decorated  booth,  labeled  "Grange  Headquarters."  Some  very 
effective  posters  were  also  displayed.  Relays  of  volunteer  workers  handed 
out  thousands  of  pamphlets  and  mimeographed  letters,  calling  attention  to 
the  work  and  value  of  the  Grange.  These  Granges  received  prizes  aggre- 
gating nearly  $400.00.  The  York  County  Pomona  Grange  also  established 
headquarters  on  the  fair  grounds  of  that  county  and  conducted  a  pubhcity 
campaign  with  the  help  of  volunteer  workers  during  the  continuance  of  the 
fair.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  efficacy  of  such  efforts  in  spreading  the 
Grange  gospel  when  properly  and  intelligently  directed.  The  State  Grange 
cooperated  with  the  local  organizations  in  the  cases  just  cited,  and  we  shall 
be  glad  to  assist  other  counties  in  conducting  similar  campaigns  of  edu- 
cation. 

No  mention  need  be  made  in  this  report  of  the  work  of  our  legislative 
headquarters,  because  that  will  be  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the 
legislative  committee.  I  simply  wish  to  remark,  however,  that  there  is  im- 
portant work  ahead  for  the  Granges  in  connection  with  the  forthcoming 
session  of  the  Legislature.  Transcending  in  importance  every  other  issue 
is  the  necessity  of  doing  everything  possible  to  equalize  taxation  and  relieve 
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agriculture  of  the  unjust  burden  which  for  years  it  has  been  compelled  to 
bear. 

It  is  also  highly  important  that  the  legislature  make  an  adequate  ap- 
propriation for  the  payment  of  cattle  indemnities  in  the  eradication  of 
bovine  tuberculosis.  Our  cities  and  towns  are  demanding  milk  from  tuber- 
culin tested  herds.  This  is  true  not  only  of  Pennsylvania,  but  of  New  York 
and  other  States  where  much  of  our  milk  is  sold.  Dairying  is  the  principal 
branch  of  agriculture  in  Pennsylvania.  Only  about  15  per  cent  of  our  herds 
nave  received  the  first  test.  There  are  now  on  file  in  the  Burau  of  Animal 
Industry  at  Harrisburg  applications  for  the  testing  of  27,200  herds.  It 
is  estimated  that  during  the  coming  two  years  applications  will  be  filed  for 
the  testing  of  600,000  additional  cattle.  Under  these  circumstances,  unless 
the  legislature  makes  an  adequate  appropriation  for  carrying  on  this  im- 
portant work,  it  will  deal  a  blow  to  the  dairy  interests  of  the  State  that 
cannot  fail  to  have  staggering  effects.  The  Grange  will  do  its  utmost  to 
help  secure  such  an  appropriation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

We  can  record  no  great  event  or  victory  in  the  year's  work.  Startling 
occurrences  are  becoming  less  noticeable  from  year  to  year,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  less  noticeable,  as  long  as  there  is  a  steady  and  continuous 
tendency  toward  greater  efficiency  in  Grange  work. 

When  the  Grange  was  in  its  infancy,  and  little  known,  not  only  by  those 
outside  the  Grange,  but  by  the  membership  as  well,  it  was  an  easy  matter 
to  perform  some  new  and  altogether  startling  affair  or  task  in  connection 
with  the  Grange. 

But  we  have  now  reached  that  period  in  the  history  of  our  organization, 
where  we  are  no  longer  groping  in  darkness  and  ignorance. 

We  are  no  longer  in  the  pioneer  stage,  blazing  our  way  through  un- 
broken paths.  We  are  no  longer  held  up  to  ridicule  as  a  makeshift  organi- 
zation banded  together  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  country  rubes  how  to 
drive  other  people  out  of  business. 

We  have  reached  the  open  country,  and  are  traveling  by  the  beacon 
light  of  success  and  attainments  of  other  years. 

We  have  caught  up  with  other  and  older  organizations  in  efficiency, 
and  are  performing  a  service  to  humanity  that  no  other  organization  has 
ever  been  able  to  perform.  And  stands  today  as  the  champion  of  rural 
life  in  all  its  forms;  and  is  second  only  to  the  church  in  its  scope  of  use- 
fulness, as  well  as  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  teacRings,  examples  and 
practices  of  that  class  of  people  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  come  within 
its  contact. 

We  are  glad  therefore,  that  we  can  look  back  over  the  attainments  and 
accomplishments  of  the  past  with  great  pride  as  well  as  appreciation,  for 
we  know  full  well,  that  had  it  not  been  for  that  great  army  of  noble,  loyal 
tireless,  and  sacrificing  pioneers,  who  seemed  to  be  able  to  see  at  least  a 
half  century  ahead  of  their  time,  our  Grange  would  have  been  relegated  to 
the  scrap  heap  long  ago. 

Again  we  are  thankful  that  we  can  look  with  pride  and  satisfaction  upon 
the  tens  of  thousands  of  loyal  trusting  Patrons  of  Husbandry  who  are 
scattered  throughout  our  great  state,  who  are  keeping  the  Grange  fires 
burning  continually,  that  our  organization  may  function  properly  in  the 
affairs  and  undertakings  of  the  great  multitude  of  people  who  live  upon 
the  farm. 

Farm  life  is  not  as  irksome  today  as  it  once  was,  for  modem  improve- 
ments in  the  home  and  on  the  farm  make  life  worth  living  to  those  who 
are  wise  enough  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

The  deputy  system  as  practiced  in  our  state  has  worked  wonders  in 
stimulating  confidence  in  the  subordinate  Grange.  That  system  makes  it 
possible  for  all  Granges  within  the  State  to  receive  periodical  contact 
with  the  higher  bodies,  thereby  keeping  them  better  informed  not  alone  in 
current  undertakings  of  the  State  and  National  Grange,  but  in  the  general 
routine  of  Grange  procedure. 

The  Pomona  Granges  throughout  the  State  have  reached  a  position  that 
is  unique  in  Grange  history.  The  average  Pomona  Grange  today  has  a 
degree  team,  competent  and  capable  of  putting  on  the  degree  in  the  most 
approved  and  efficient  manner,  and  are  by  this  means  teaching  the  Sub- 
ordinate Grange  representatives  the  beauty  and  importance  of  that  phase 
of  our  work. 
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The  Pomona  Granges  are  taking  a  keen  interest  in  current  events,  and 
in  governmental  affairs.  Resolutions  of  importance  and  far-reaching  effect 
coming  down  from  the  Pomona  Granges  are  getting  to  be  of  almost  daily 
occurrence,  and  the  conduct  of  the  meetings  in  general  is  such  as  to  com- 
mand the  commendation  and  respect  of  all. 

Perhaps  the  weakest  link  in  our  chain,  is  lack  of  funds  for  properly 
carrying  on  the  business  of  the  Subordinate  Grange. 

The  average  Grange  has  just  about  enough  funds  to  pay  the  janitor,  fuel 
and  light  bills,  and  taxes. 

Many  of  the  Granges  do  not  have  enough  income  to  provide  stationery 
for  the  necessary  correspondence  and  routine  of  work. 

Frequently  it  is  admitted  by  officers  of  a  Subordinate  Grange  that  they 
have  seldom  if  ever  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  a  State  Officer,  for  the 
reason  that  they  have  never  felt  able  to  contribute  to  the  expense  of  having 
such  visit. 

This  condition  is  most  deplorable,  and  much  to  be  regretted,  for  it 
deprives  the  struggling  Grange  of  an  opportunity  to  receive  assistance, 
while  the  strong  Grange  that  does  not  need  help  so  much,  can  afford 
frequent  visitations  from  State  Deputies  and  Officers. 

Another  condition  that  not  only  retards  the  Subordinate  Grange  in 
its  usefulness  and  activities,  but  actually  destroys  every  particle  of  en- 
thusiasm, pleasure  or  benefit  to  be  derived  from  a  Grange  meeting,  is  the 
practice  of  letting  the  first  member  who  arrives  at  the  hall,  be  the  acting 
janitor  for  that  occasion. 

This  practice  might  not  destroy  a  Grange  quite  as  quickly  as  to  set  fire 
to  the  building,  but  it  will  eventually  kill  a  Grange  just  as  effectually. 

The  normal  person  would  soon  learn  to  wait  until  some  more  animated 
or  enthusiastic  individual  had  "lighted  up"  and  "started  the  fire." 

Eventually  however  the  animated  ones  get  fewer  and  fewer  until  there 
is  not  life  enough  left  to  strike  a  match.  Then  it  becomes  whispered 
around  that  the  Grange  is  not  very  active,  or  that  there  don't  seem  to  be 
much  interest  in  the  Grange  just  now,  or  we  don't  seem  to  be  able  to  get 
the  people  out.  These  symptoms  indicate,  and  the  proper  diagnosis  would 
reveal,  that  that  Grange  is  dead.  And  it  died  for  the  want  of  a  janitor. 
Who  would  take  an  interest  in  an  organization  conducted  in  such  a  hap- 
hazard manner?. 

•  What  farmer  would  hurry  around  with  his  chores  so  that  he  could  take 
his  family  out  along  a  eold  country  road  on  a  bleak  winter  night,  so  that 
they  could  sit  in  the  car  and  shiver  while  he  groped  around  and  built  up 
some  fires  and  lighted  the  lamps. 

*  The  very  thought  of  it  has  kept  thousands  of  members  away  from  the 
Grange  until  they  have  lost  all  interest  in  it. 

The  first  thing  to  do  after  a  hall  is  built,  or  rented,  is  to  engage  a 
janitor  whose  duty  is  to  make  that  hall  just  as  comfortable  as  possible 
for  every  meeting,  and  said  janitor  should  not  wait  until  the  Grange  is 
ready  to  open  before  these  duties  are  attended  to,  but  should  be  done  in 
time  so  that  early  arrivals  would  have  some  place  to  go,  and  feel  at  home. 

Another  important  thing,  and  one  that  should  be  ever  uppermost  in 
the  mind  of  every  officer,  is  that  of  becoming  familiar  with  the  ritual  so 
that  the  meetings  can  be  conducted  in  an  easy  and  efficient  manner,  as  well 
as  in  a  business  like  way. 

Now  that  we  have  reasonably  planned  for  a  comfortable  place  to  meet 
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and  have  officers  who  take  a  pride  in  the  work  they  have  before  them,  let 
us  turn  to  the  next  problem  that  confronts  us,  viz.,  the  rendering  of  a 
worthwhile  program. 

The  Lecturer  is  expected  to  furnish  a  program  that  will  not  only  amuse 
and  entertain,  but  one  that  will  enthuse,  enlighten  and  elevate.' 

This  can  only  be  done  by  hard  work,  and  strict  attention  to  the  needs 
of  the  hour.  By  careful,  thoughtful  study  of  those  things  that  will  in  all 
probability  interest  and  impress  the  audience. 

The   farmer's    problems    are   not   political,    but    economic.     Their   cure 
will  not  come  through  legislation  alone,  but  through  sound  business  principles. 
Therefore  whatever  part  of  the  program  is  devoted  to  the  business  side 
of  the  farm  should  treat  along  these  lines. 

Statistics  show  that  over  1,000,000  tillers  of  the  soil  left  the  farm  in 
1922— and  probably  a  greater  number  in  1923.  Why  did  they  leave  the  farm 
is  the  big  question?  And  the  answer  is,  because  they  could  not  make  it 
go,  and  were  compelled  to  leave  the  farm  in  self  defense. 

It  is  true  that  many  of  them  could  not  overcome  the  difficulties  of 
conditions  that  arise  from  time  to  time  of  an  economic  nature,  but  if  this 
were  the  only  reason  why  failures  occur,  we  would  all  be  compelled  to  seek 
some  other  occupation. 

There  is  another  great  reason  why  some  cannot  make  a  go  of  it  on 
the  farm,  and  the  most  of  us  hate  to  admit  it,  and  that  is  that  we  don't 
understand  the  science  of  farming,  or  the  business  principles  that  go  along 
with  it  well  enough  to  make  a  success.  And  that  is  the  great  and  principle 
reason  why  we  should  have  a  Grange  program  filled  with  useful  hints  from 
those  who  do  know  concerning  the  things  that  others  lack. 

'  Our  programs  should  be  well  flavored  with  useful  hints  and  suggestions 
for  the  household  and  home,  as  well  as  the  field  and  farm. 

The  home  maker  who  has  learned  how  to  save  time,  steps  and  labor, 
is  in  far  better  position  to  enjoy  life,  to  say  nothing  of  the  time  she  will 
have  for  leisure,  or  for  social  engagements. 

We  must  not  forget  that  the  biggest  work  of  all  is  training  young  boys 
and  girls  to  become  useful  men  and  women.  This  cannot  be  done  alone  by 
amusing  therp,  or  by  depriving  them  of  every  thing  they  endeavor  to  do, 
but  rather  by  instruction,  through  precept  and  example;  elevate  their  minds 
to  a  higher  plane.  Keeping  ever  before  them  those  wholesome  maxims  of 
right  thinking,  and  of  right  living. 

Environment  is  a  wonderful  teacher,  and  there' are  enough  good  things 
to  think  and  talk  about,  without  poisoning  the  minds  of  young  people  with 
anything  of  a  questionable  character. 

Short  hair  or  long  hair  has  absolutely  nothing  whatever  to  do  with 
character.  But  slang,  cigarette  smoking,  drinking  and  lewdness  have  every- 
thing to  do  with  character. 

The  great  trouble  with  too  many  people  is,  that  they  think  there  is  one 
cardinal  virtue,  and  if  they  are  in  possession  of  that,  they  can  be  stripped 
of  all  the  other  graces  of  mankind,  and  still  be  respected  by  all  with  whom 
they  come  in  contact. 

This  is  not  true  in  this  generation,  nor  has  it  been  true  in  any  other 
generation,  and  the  more  feminine  and  ladylike  a  girl  carries  herself  through 
life  the  more  she  is  loved  and  respected  by  those  who  know  her. 

The  same  rule  applies  to  a  young  man,  and  if  he  has  sufficient  wisdom 
to  think  at  all,  he  will  come  to  that  conclusion  sooner  or  later.     And  that 


if  he  would  hold  a  responsible  position,  or  be  respected  in  the  community 
in  which  he  lives  or  anywhere  else,  that  he  must  behave  himself.  He  must 
be  a  man  all  the  time. 

These  thoughts  should  be  the  basic  principle  of  all  our  programs,  which 
can  be  seasoned  with  any  decent  literature,  music  or  whatnot. 

Let  us  look  to  the  future  with  all  the  ardor  Si  the  most  optimistic 
optimist,  for  we  have  this  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  none  are  engaged  in 
a  greater  work  than  that  of  elevating  and  educating  mankind. 

That  there  is  no  organization  on  the  face  of  the  earth  that  has  fought  ' 
a  harder  fight  to  obtain  recognition  than  has  the  Grange,  nor  any  held  in 
higher  esteem  by  those  who  know,  and  can  compare  other  effiorts  with  those 
of  our  order.  With  unbounded  satisfaction  we  learn  that  Canada  has  fol- 
lowed the  lead  of  the  good  old  United  States  of  America  in  the  prohibition 
movement,  and  that  there  is  no  let  up  on  the  part  of  local,  state,  or 
national  officers  in  the  control  of  that  nefarious  business,  which  for  centuries 
blotted  the  clean  white  page  of  our  new  continent,  as  God's  worst  enemy, 
and  the  devil's  best  friend.. 

We  live  in  hope  that  every  member  of  our  organization  will  not  only 
live  for  higher  ideals,  but  will  help  to  pass  it  on  to  other  living  creatures 
so  that  universal  patriotism  will  be  taught  in  school,  in  church,  in  Grange, 
and  in  the  home,  until  such  time  as  war^  shall  be  no  more,  and  we  can  cry 
out  with  the  Angels  of  God,  "Peace  on  Earth  Good  Will  to  Men."

REPORT  OF  KEYSTONE  GRANGE  EXCHANGE 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  present  you  the  report  of  business  done 
through  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  for  the  year  ending  November  29, 
1924. 

While  the  year  has  been  one  of  adverse  conditions  for  the  farmers,  yet 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  we  have  been  favored  with  more  cooperation 
than  ever  before.  Most  of  the  commodities  in  our  list  show  an  increase  over 
last  year  ranging  from  11  to  200  per  cent.  The  highest  one  of  these  is 
that  of  spraying  material,  which  shows  an  increase  of  200  per  cent.,  with 
feed  following  closely  at  an  increase  of  124  per  cent. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  cooperation  given  us  and  ask  that  you  give 
us  still  further  support  the  coming  year.  If  each  Grange  would  give  us 
an  order  for  one  car  of  feed  and  fertilizer,  if  not  more,  it  would  put  us  in 
a  position  to  increase  our  volume  and  thus  keep  prices  down. 

In  order  that  you  may  know  the  volume  done  in  various  commodities 
we  will  read  the  balance  sheet  for  the  year. 
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TUESDAY  EVENING 

After  a  roll  call  of  the  counties  for  the  presentation  of  resolutions, 
Worthy  Master  McSparran  introduced  Hon.  James  H.  Maurer,  President  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Labor  and  Chairman  of  the  Old  Age  As- 
sistance Commission  of  the  State.  Mr.  Maurer  remarked  that  he  had 
often  cooperated  with  the  officers  of  the  State  Grange  in  legislative  matters. 
"At  other  times,"  said  Mr.  Maurer,  "we  have  not  agreed  with  reference  to 
certain  policies,  and  then  we  differed  like  men."  He  was  given  a  cordial 
greeting  as  he  appeared  for  the  first  time  before  a  State  Grange  audience. 
The  Old  Age  Assistance  plan  which  he  discussed  in  the  following  paper 
has  since  beeo  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Penn- 
sylvania.)

"WHY  OLD  AGE  PENSIONS  IN  PENNSYLVANIA?'' 

In  a  recent  speech,  Governor  Pinchot  declared  that  "a  study  of  the 
English  poor  law  system  reveals  that  the  laws  in  force  in  Pennsylvania  today 
are  identical  in  principle,  and  almost  identical  in  language,  with  the  famous 
poor  laws  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  in  England.  The  Act  of  1771,  which  was  based 
upon  the  English  Poor  Laws,  continued  to  be  the  general  law  of  the  State 
until  the  passing  of  the  general  poor  law  of  1836,  which,  in  turn,  was  sub- 
stantially a  re-enactment  of  the  same  law.  Inasmuch  as  there  has  been  no 
general  revision  of  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  relating  to  the  poor,  since 
1836,  we  are  confronted  now  with  a  system  of  poor  relief  that  really  dates 
back  to  the  Elizabethan  Poor  Law  of  1601." 

The  Governor  pointed  out  the  bewilderment  in  our  poor  laws  by  declaring 
that  there  are,  at  least,  about  3,000  laws  on  our  statute  books,  dealing  with 
poor  relief.  He  said  that  "for  nearly  100  years  every  Commission  ap- 
pointed to  study  this  subject,  urged  revision  of  our  present  poor  laws."  He 
illustrated  the  confusion  prevailing  today  by  declaring  that  "Philadelphia 
City  is  managed  by  six  different  poor  boards  and  that  one  ward  in  that  city 
is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  four  different  poor  boards." 

HISTORY  OF  THE  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE  MOVEMENT 

IN  PENNSYLVANIA 

Pennsylvania  was  one  of  the  first  states  in  the  country  to  become  in- 
terested in  old  age  assistance.  Former  Governor  Wm.  C.  Sproul,  when  still 
a  State  Senator,  introduced  a  resolution,  in  the  1917  legislature,  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  study  the  subject  of  old  age  de- 
pendency and  the  advisability  of  adopting  an  old  age  pension  system  in 
Pennsylvania.  As  a  result,  a  commission  of  seven  was  appointed  by  former 
Governor  Martin  G.  Brumbaugh.  After  exhaustive  studies,  the  Commission 
submitted  a  most  extensive  report  to  the  1919  legislature,  in  which  it  pre- 
sented the  most  important  facts  relating  to  the  problems  of  the  aged,  as 
found  from  personal  studies  of  over  ten  thousand  aged  persons  in  the  state, 
including  inmates  of  almshouses,  private  homes  for  the  aged,  as  well  as 
persons  residing  in  their  own  homes. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Commission  had  little  time  to  make  final  recommenda- 
tions as  to  the  legislation  necessary,  it  was  continued  for  two  years  more 
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o«^  tv,p  .same  members  were  re-appointed  by  former  Governor  Wm.  C. 
^^Lf  After  further  studies  of  the  old  age  assistance  laws  now  in  opera- 
ttoHn  afm":^  S^  countries  abroad  a  bill  was  carefully  drawn  uP  and 
Dresented  to  the  1921  legislature,  by  Senator  Max  Leslie,  of  Fittsburgn. 
The  bill  having  made  litfle  progress  in  that  session  was  re-mtroduced  m 
the  1923  session  by  former  Senator  Wm.  S  Vare,  of  Philadelphia,  tt  was 
enacted  by  majorities  of  131  against  29,  in  the  House,  and  35  against  9,  in 
the  Senate.  The  act,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  was  signed  by  Governor 
Pinchot  on  May  10,  1923,  who  declared  himself  proud  of  signmg  this  bill 
Tnd  expressed  the  hope  that  "other  states  will  soon  see  the  wisdom  of  our 
procedure  and  enact  similar  legislation". 

THE  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE  COMMISSION 

Early  in  August,  1923,  Governor  Pinchot  appointed  to  the  Old  Age  As- 
sistance Commission  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Grice,  Philadelphia  Messrs.  David  S 
Ludtum  Ardmore  and  James  H.  Maurer,  Reading,  all  of  whom  were  members 
of  the  pr^v^^^  commissions.  This  Commission  set  to  work,  at  once  and 
organized  local  boards  in  forty-five  out  of  the  sixty-seven  counties  in  the 
S  Whiirthe  limited  appropriations  and  the  attack  upon  the  constitu- 
tionality  of  the  law  prevented  the  Commission  from  paying  Pensions  to 
our  worthy  aged,  many  of  whom  are  in  dire  need  of  such  help,  the  Com- 
mTssL  was  abl^,  through  the  assistance  of  the  local  boards  to  re^^^^^^^ 
further  the  great  need  of  an  adequate  Old  Age  Assistance  Law  m  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

WHAT  THE  APPLICATIONS  HAVE  DISCLOSED 

Even  a  hasty  study  of  these  applications  should  convince  anyone,  with 
the  least  doubt  in  his  mind,  as  to  the  wisdom  of  this   act^  to  remam  no 
longer  in   that  state   of  mind.     The   crying   need  for  an   effective   o  d   age 
assistance  system  is  brought  out  distinctly  and  indisputably.     It  reveals  that 
poverty  in  old  age  is  directly  and  closely  related  to  the  poor  jobs  and  in- 
adequate pay  of  a  lifetime.     To  talk  about  thriftlessness  and  shiftlessness 
without  an  inquiry  into  the  actual  facts  of  the  jobs  held  and  wages  received 
bv  these  aged  persons,  is  merely  to  throw  a  "smoke-screen     for  the  purpose 
of  dodging  the  issues  and  concealing  the  facts.     The  truth    as   shown  by 
these  affidavits,  is  that  most  of  these  aged  folks  have  had  a  life  struggle  to 
make  both  ends  meet,  in  order  to  maintain  themselves  as  decent  and  honest 
citizens.     Savings  for  old  age,  under  these  conditions,  was  not  to  be  thought 
of      Of   the   twelve   hundred   and    seventy-one    applications    examined,    four 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  or  one-third,  were  engaged  at  the  time  of  ceasing 
employment,   in   occupations   generally   classified   as    "common   labor  ;    four 
hundred  and  fifty-eight,  or  thirty-six  per  cent  more,  were  housewives  who 
had  always  depended  upon  the  support  of  their  husbands,  but  whose  husbands 
are   now   either   dead   or   so   disabled   as    to   be   unable    to    maintain   them; 
another  eight  per  cent  were  farmers,  or  more  correctly,  farm-laborers,  whose 
earnings   were   never   sufficient   to   maintain   them,   even   in   the    commonest 
decencies;  six  and  five-tenths  per  cent  were  engaged  in  the  building  trades 
most  of  them  prior  to  the  introduction   of  the  present  higher  scales   paid 
these  workers,  while  about  three  per  cent  more  were   engaged  in  mining 
coal       Only    a    little    over   ten    per   cent   were    engaged    in    what    could   be 
termed    "semi-skilled"  or  "clerical"  occupations.     That  fate,  however,  is  no 
respecter  of  persons,  is   indicated   by   the  fact   that,   in  our   files,  we   also 
have  applications  from   a  number  of  professional  people,   such  as   doctors, 
*^iichers,  politicians,  ministers,  merchants,  and  persons  of  well-to-do  famihes, 
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against  whom  fate  has  turned  and  who,  through  some  misfortune,  have  lost 
their  all  and  are  now  dependent. 

» 

THE  WAGES  EARNED. 

Furthermore,  although  fifty-seven  and  five-tenths  per  cent  of  these  ap- 
plicants are  men,  and  three-fourths  under  eighty  years  of  age;  seventy-two 
per  cent  are  already  without  any  definite  gainful  occupation,  while  eighty- 
six  per  cent  of  the  persons  applying  for  assistance  in  these  rural  counties 
were  without  any  wage  income  at  the  time  of  making  application.  Of  the 
fourteen  per  cent,  claiming  some  earnings,  eight  per  cent  or  more  than  one- 
half  eke  out  less  than  $4.00  per  week,  three  per  cent  earn  from  $4.00  to 
$7.00,  and  only  four  per  cent  earn  over  $7.00  a  week,  whose  claims,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law,  have  been  rejected.  Of  the  twenty-eight  per  cent 
still  claiming  employment,  about  half  are  made  up  of  women  who  merely 
continue  to  do  their  own  housework.  Of  the  722  applicants  who  stated  the 
amount  of  their  earnings  at  the  time  when  they  stopped  working,  we  find 
that  over  one-third  earned  less  than  $10.00  a  week,  while  almost  two-thirds 
of  the  total  earned  an  average  wage  of  less  than  $15.00  a  week.  Only  five 
per  cent  of  these  applicants  claim  to  have  earned  wages  in  excess  of  $25.00 
per  week.  Inasmuch  as  many  of  these  men  and  women  were*  compelled  to 
stop  work  years  before  they  reached  their  70th  year,  it  is  evident,  that, 
even  if  they  had  accumulated  some  small  savings  in  their  earlier  years,  it 
did  not  take  long  to  have  that  "eaten  up".  In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is, 
indeed,  ridiculous  to  accuse  these  people  of  ^^carelessness"  and  "gross  negli- 
gence" to  provide  for  their  old  age. 

Again,  the  study  of  these  twelve  hundred  and  seventy-one  applications 
reveals  that  only  about  one-fourth  of  these  applicants  failed  to  designate 
some  special  disability  which  was  responsible  for  their  failure  to  procure 
either  permanent  or  temporary  work.  Three  of  every  four  applicants  were 
already  disabled  either  fully  or  partially  to  an  extent  that  their  income 
from  wages  had  been  either  materially  reduced  or  entirely  eliminated.  How 
utterly  dependent  these  aged  become  when  their  income  from  wages  cease 
is  clearly  shown  by  the  fact  that  three-fourths  of  the  total  applicants  ex- 
amined have  no  other  means  of  support,  except  what  they  earn  themselves 
or  what  their  children  can  supply  for  them.  Even  in  these  mostly  rural 
counties,  only  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  applicants  have  been  able  to  save 
up  a  homestead;  and  not  even  one  person  in  five  was  able  to  accumulate 
any  savings  by  the  time  he  stopped  working,  while  two-thirds  of  those 
who  had  managed  to  provide  something,  stated,  on  oath,  that  their  average 
saving  does  not  exceed  $150,  which  most  of  them  do  not  wish  to  expend  in 
order  to  make  sure  of,  at  least,  a  decent  burial,  even  though  fate  never 
accorded  them  a  decent  living. 

DO  WE  HAVE  A  CASTE  SYSTEM  IN  PENNSYLVANIA? 

If  the  pitifully  small  wages  earned  by  these  people  and  their  physical 
afflictions  were  not  sufficient  proof  of  the  inability  of  these  superannuated 
men  and  women,  under  present  conditions,  to  provide  themselves  with  funds 
for  their  declining  days,  when  they  no  longer  are  able  to  face  the  hard 
struggles  of  our  industrial  world,  the  excellent  character  and  hard-working 
propensites  of  these  applicants  are  proven  further  by  the  following  facts: 
Of  the  twelve  hundred  and  seventy-one  persons  studied,  eighty-eight  per 
cent  have  been  married  and  reared  families,  sometimes  of  as  many  as  ten 
or  more  children.  On  a  wage  which,  at  best,  never  provided  than  with 
even   a    minimum    of   comfort,    practically   half   of   these    men    and   women 
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reared  families  of  four  and  more  children.  Most  of  these  children  are  now 
married,  with  large  families  of  their  own.  They  are  generally  continuing 
in  the  same  occupations  in  which  their  parents  were  engaged,  with  but 
slight  improvement  in  their  earnings.  Thus,  the  vicious  cycle  of  poverty 
is  perpetuated. 

Indeed,  the  disclosures  in  our  applications,  shed  a  new  light  upon  our 
entire  social  structure.  When  conscious  of  this,  one  cannot  help  wondering 
whether  in,  Republican  Pennsylvania,  today,  we  do  not  have  a  caste  system, 
as  well  rooted  and  impregnable  as  in  any  of  the  autocratic  countries.  For, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  eleven  hundred  and  sixty-six,  or  ninety-two 
per  cent  of  the  total  applications  examined,  were  those  of  native-bom  men 
and  women,  fifty-eight  per  cent  of  them  having  lived  in  the  same  county 
all  their  lives.  In  the  sixteen  counties  studied,  there  was  not  a  single 
applicant  of  foreign  birth  in  two  counties,  while  four  more  counties  had 
but  one  each.  And  yet,  in  spite  of  this  overwhelming  native  group,  we 
find  that  only  in  rare  instances  do  the  children  of  these  applicants  rise  much 
above  their  parental  environment.  In  case  after  case,  it  is  disclosed  that 
not  only  do  the  sons  of  a  laborer  or  miner  follow  the  father's  occupation, 
but  in  the  majority  of  cases,  even  all  his  daughters  marry  people  in  the 
same  occupations.  Frequently,  a  person  with  six  or  eight  children  classifies 
them  all  either  as  "laborers"  or  as  "married  to  laborers".  A  striking  large 
proportion  of  these  children  continue  to  reside  within  the  same  county. 

That  in  spite  of  their  own  poverty,  these  children  make  every  effort  to 
support  their  parents,  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that,  in  thirty-eight  per  cent 
of  the  total  cases,  the  children  are  the  sole  support  of  their  parents,  while 
twelve  per  cent  more  are  helped  by  their  relatives,  such  as  brothers  and 
sisters  and  grandchildren.  One-third  of  these  applicants  are  still  living 
together  with  their  husbands  or  wives.  In  the  face  of  these  disclosures,  it 
would  seem  that  there  could  be  no  question  as  to  the  wisdom  and  justice  of 
a  policy  of  continuing  to  maintain  these  families  in  their  own  homes  with 
those  near  and  dear  to  them,  rather  than  to  send  them  to  the  poorhouse  at 
a  generally  higher  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  Again,  the  fact  that  nearly  one- 
third  of  these  applicants  have  no  children  living  at  all,  would  seem  a  sufficient 
answer  to  the  argument  of  the  opposition  that  this  act  would  remove  the 
responsibility  of  the  support  of  parents  by  their  children. 

WHAT  EMPLOYERS  SAY  ABOUT  THESE  APPLICANTS 

Even,  more  impartial  testimony  as  to  the  good  character  of  these  ap- 
plicants was  secured  by  our  Commission  from  another  source.  Of  three 
hundred  and  fifty  letters,  addressed  to  former  employers  of  these  applicants, 
which  were  selected  at  random,  over  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  replies 
received,  gave  these  aged  persons  the  highest  recommendations  as  both 
citizens  and  employees.  Most  of  these  men,  and  even  many  women,  had  been 
employed  by  these  concerns  for  many  years,  frequently  for  thirty  and  forty 
years  or  more,  to  whom  they  rendered  excellent  service;  and  many  employers, 
aware  of  the  plight  of  these  people,  express  the  hope  that  the  State  will, 
at  least,  be  able  to  help  out  these  worthy  and  deserving  producers. 


"BUT,  HOW  ABOUT  THE  COST?

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  from  every  point  of  view,  the  Old  Age  As- 
sistance Law  is  not  only  a  sorely  needed  piece  of  legislation,  which  has 
long  been  overdue,  but  is  also  a  most  just  and  humane  method  of  care  of 
our  dependent  aged  and  is .  in  accordance  with  the  enlightened  policies  of 
our  age  and  all  progressive  nations.     "But,  how  about  the  cost?"  cries  the 
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tax-payer,  opposed  to  this  legislation. 

The  opponents  of  this  good  law  have  broadcast  information  throughout 
the  State  that,  if  fully  enforced,  the  law  would  cost  the  State,  at  least, 
$25,000,000  a  year.  Inasmuch  as  they  do  not  at  all  preseilt  any  figures 
supporting  this  ridiculous  sum,  I,  unhesitatingly  and  positively,  declare  these 
figures  to  be  pure  falsehoods  and  absolutely  without  foundation  and  reason. 
They  were  invented  purely  for  the  purpose  of  malicious  propaganda  against 
this  humane  and  just  law. 

During  the  last  year,  our  Commission  has  endeavored  to  do  everything 
possible  to  secure  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  law  to  the 
taxpayers.  Based  upon  as  accurate  and  scientific  figures  as  are  now  ascer- 
tainable, we  find  that  even  if  every  aged  person  in  the  State,  qualified  under 
the  law,  would  be  given  assistance,  it  would  not  cost  the  State  more  than 
$5,000,000  a  year,  for  which  sum  we  could  provide  for  nearly  21,000  aged 
persons.  This  may  seem  big  until  we  recall  that,  if  we  should  spend  this 
sum  of  $5,000,000  per  year,  we  would  be  able  to  take  care  of  more  than 
twice  the  number  of  people  now  supported  in  our  almshouses,  upon  which 
institutions  we  are  now  making  an  annual  cash  expenditure  of  approximately 
$6,000,000  a  year.  And  this  item  does  not  include  the  thousands  of  dollars' 
worth  of  food,  consumed  in  the  county  homes,  which  is  raised  on  the  county 
farms;  nor  does  this  total  include  the  interest  on  the  over  $16,000,000  invest- 
ment involved  in  these  county  homes,  only  five  per  cent  of  which  would 
add  $8,000,000  more  to  the  total  cost,  thus  making  a  real  expenditure  of 
probably  $7,000,000  to  $8,000,000  per  year,  on  less  than  half  the  number  of 
persons  we  could  support  in  their  own  homes  in  a  much  happier  fashion  and 
without  the  repulsive  stigma  of  pauperism. 

Furthermore,  of  the  approximately  $5,500,000  cash  spent  on  our  alms- 
houses in  the  year  1922,  nearly  $3,500,000,  or  more  than  sixty  per  cent  of 
the  total  was  spent  on  the  administration  of  the  system;  only  $2,000,000  going 
directly  to  the  inmates.  Even  under  liberal  estimates,  our  Commission  is 
convinced,  from  present  studies  of  the  facts,  that,  even  if  we  had  a  fund  of 
$5,000,000  a  year,  the  administrative  expenses  for  both  state  and  counties 
would  not  exceed  $300,000  per  year.  Again,  when  it  is  remembered  that 
thousands  of  dollars  would  revert  to  the  State,  through  the  properties  of 
the  applicants,  which  are  to  be  taken  over  by  the  State  under  the  law  and 
from  which  proceeds,  after  the  death  of  the  applicant,  the  full  amount  paid 
by  the  State  is  collected  with  interest,  can  there  still  be  a  doubt  as  to  the 
incomparable  cheapness  and  efficiency  of  our  law? 

As  you  are  all  aware,  recently  the  Dauphin  County  Court  declared  the 
'Old  Age  Assistance  Law  unconstitutional.  This  was  done  on  the  ground  that 
the  Pennsylvania  Constitution  forbids  appropriations  to  persons  for  benevo- 
lent purposes.  The  case  has  now  been  heard  by  the  State  Supreme  Court 
and  a  decision  is  expected  in  the  near  future.  The  Attorney  General,  de- 
fending the  case,  contended  that  the  constitutional  prohibition  against  ap- 
propriations for  benevolent  purposes  was  meant  only  against  appropria- 
tions to  individuals  and  not  against  a  state  agency.  He  also  contended  that, 
if  the  Dauphin  Court  Decision  is  sustained,  many  of  the  most  beneficent 
state  laws  which  have  been  in  operation  for  many  years,  such  as  the  Mothers* 
Assistance  Fund,  which  provides  for  the  maintenance  of  orphaned  children 
in  their  own  homes  rather  than  institutions;  the  Retirement  laws  for  judges, 
state  employees,  and  teachers,  would  be  endangered. 

Regardless  of  the  outcome  of  the  court  decision,  however,  we  are  con- 
vinced that  public  opinion  in  Pennsylvania  is  solidly  behind  a  better  system 
of  care  of  our  worthy  aged  than  the  antiquated  and  repulsive  poorhouse. 
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Evidence  to  this  effect  has  been  brought  out  clearly  by  the  practically 
unanimous  editorial  disapproval  of  Pennsylvania  newspapers  of  the  Dauphin 
County  Court  decision  and  by  the  recent  conference  held  at  Harrisburg. 
At  this  meeting,  nearly  two  hundred  persons,  representing  practically  every 
organization  in  the  State,  met  to  discuss  the  problems  confronting  the 
dependent  aged.  Every  one  in  attendance  left  the  conference  filled  with  a 
new  inspiration  to  work  with  renewed  zeal  for  the  securing  of  a  greater 
measure  of  happiness  in  the  declining  days  of  those  whose  lives  have  been 
spent  in  the  promotion  of  our  own  welfare.  We  are  confident  of  the  hearty 
support  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  this  great  cause  for  human

GET-OUT-THE-VOTE-CAMPAIGN

All  were  interested  in  the  fall  election  as  never  before,  and  an  effort 
was  made  to  get  out  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  voters  to  the  polls.  A 
group  of  counties  in  the  State  was  assigned  to  each  member  of  the  com- 
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mittee  and  they  asked  for  letters  from  different  Grange  members  in  these 
counties  as.  to  the  best  methods  to  pursue.  The  response  to  these  letters 
was  much  appreciated,  and  every  reader  of  Grange  News  must  have  been 
interested  in  the  pages  containing  them. 

RECOMMENDATIONS

That  each  Pomona  Home  Economics  Committee  outline  a  program  sug- 
gesting four  things  they  can  do  the  coming  year,  and  pass  it  to  each  Sub- 
ordinate Grange.  • 

That  each  Matron  of  a  Juvenile  Grange  have  the  assistance  of  a  com- 
mittee in  outlining  a  program  for  the  young  people  for  six  months  at  a  time. 
This  will  make  the  work  much  easier — the  details  and  many  additions  will 
be  made  month  by  month — ^but  a  well  planned  program  of  what  you  want 
your  juveniles  to  have  will  often  mean  the  difference  between  success  and 
failure. 

That  Home  Economics  Committees  everywhere  help  bring  to  a  finish  as 
soon  as  possible,  the  raising  of  the  money  for  the  Grange  Building  at  State 
College. 

We  ask  for  the  new  committee  the  kindly  words  and  enthusiastic  sup- 
port you  have  given  us.

FIFTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  SESSION 


REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE 

Appropriate  memorial  services,  with  Rev.  G.  W.  Hatch  Chaplain  of  the 
State  Grange,  presiding  were  conducted  in  honor  of  Hon.  George  W.  Oster, 
a  former  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  died  on  New  Years 
Day.     The  following  sketch  of  his  career  was  read  by  the  Chap  lam: 

Hon  George  W.  Oster,  prominent  and  highly  respected  citizen,  farmer, 
school  teacher,  and  fraternal  worker,  of  Osterburg,  and  a  former  member 
of  the  State  House  of  Representatives,  died  very  suddenly  New  Year  s  after- 
noon following  a  stroke  of  apoplexy  suffered  while  attending  a  yearly  session, 
at  Osterburg,  of  the  Bedford  County  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany,  of  which  he  has  been  secretary  since  its  organization. 

Deceased  was  born  June  6,  1860,  on  the  farm  on  which  he  resided  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  was  the  son  of  the  late  J.  F.  J.  and  Maria  Oster. 
He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Bedford  County  and  Juniata  College, 
Huntingdon,  after  which  he  taught  school  for  eleven  years  in  his  native 
county.  After  marrying  he  engaged  in  farming,  dairying  and  poultry 
raising  on  the  homestead  farm,  and  followed  same  until  ten  years  ago,  when 
he  retired  from  active  work,  but  still  occupied  and  retained  the  farm. 

Mr.  Oster  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  public  affairs,  and  was  many 
times  honored  by  the  citizens  of  his  native  county  and  by  the  officials  of 
the  State  Government  through  election  and  appointment  to  many  im- 
portant posts.  In  1896,  he  was  appointed  by  the  late  State  Senator  Critch- 
field  as  transcribing  clerk  in  the  State  Senate.  In  1907  and  again  in  1909  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  For  a  period  of 
twelve  years  he  held  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  East  St.  Clair 
Township,  being  its  incumbent  at  the  time  of  his  death.  During  the  World 
War  Governor  Sproul  appointed  him  to  visit  Houston,  Tex.,  and  collect  the 
votes  of  Pennsylvania  soldiers  in  camp  there.  He  also  did  important  work 
for  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  early  in  life  was,  for  many 
years,  a  notary  public. 

Brother  Oster  was  an  active  member  of  the  Grange  for  forty  years, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  for  a 

number  of  terms.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  time  has  again  arrived  when  we  are  expected  to  render  unto  you 
an  account  of  the  work  done  by  us  the  past  year.  In  doing  this  we  shaU 
be  as  concise  as  possible  in  order  that  you  may  understand  what  has  been 
done  and  what  is  mapped  out  for  the  coming  year. 

Early  in  the  new  year  the  State  Deputies  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee at  a  joint  meeting  in  Harrisburg  laid  out  a  plan  for  a  systematic 
canvass  for  new  members  in  the  Subordinate  Granges.  We  are  glad  to 
report  a  majority  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  carried  out  the  plan  and 
added  many  new  members  to  the  order. 

PLACE   OF   MEETING 

For  the  third  time  this  beautiful  city  of  Reading  has  had  the  opportunity 
and  pleasure,  and  may  we  not  say  a  part  of  the  work  and  expense,  con- 
nected  with  the  entertainment  of  the  State  Grange.  Other  cities  were  also 
in  line  for  this  meeting.  After  considering  the  expense  connected  with  our 
last  meeting  (an  unusual  drain  on  the  treasury)  together  with  the  ad- 
vantages and  privileges  extended  us,  we  thought  it  right  and  proper  that 
we  hold  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Session  of  the  State  Grange  in  this  city. 

MILEAGE 

The  question  of  payment  of  mileage  is  an  interesting  one  to  delegates. 
A  vote  of  the  delegates  present  settles  the  problem  either  for  or  against 
the  payment  of  these  sums.  Your  committee  reiterate  and  are  united  in  their 
opinion  and  judgment  that  only  those  delegates  that  attend  each  and  every 
session  are  entitled  to  mileage,  and  who  have  travelled  by  the  shortest  route. 
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FIRE  INSURANCE 

Efforts  should  be  made  to  increase  Grange  Fire  Insurance  and  to  extend 
the  work  in  new  districts.  This  part  of  the  Grange  work  has  proved  its 
usefulness  in  many  communities.  In  some  instances  it  has  lowered  the  cost 
of  insurance  to  less  than  half  formerly  paid  by  many  of  our  members.  We 
would  insist  that  all  members  of  our  order  join  these  Grange  companies  and 
help  not  only  to  maintain  them,  but  to  lower  the  cost  of  insurance  to  its 
actual  value. 

LIFE  INSURANCE 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  and  pleasure  that  your  Executive  Com- 
mittee reports  to  you  of  the  progress  of  our  Grange  Life  Insurance  and 
the  increasing  service  that  is  being  rendered  to  our  membership  through 
our  connection  with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company,  of 
Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

A  recent  report  received  from  the  company  by  this  Committee  shows 
that  over  double  the  business  has  been  written  this  year  by  our  company 
than  was  written  in  1923.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  very  few  companies 
show  an  increase  this  year  we  have  reason  to  be  pleased  that  our  member- 
ship is  taking  advantage  of  this  most  valuable  service. 

When  we  look  into  the  future  and  get  a  vision  of  what  this  service

SPECIAL  SIXTH  DEGREE  MEETINGS 

Two  special  Sixth  Depree  meetings  were  held  in  the  eastern  section  of 
the  State  during  the  latter  part  of  October,  1924,  to  prepare  the  members 
of  the  Order  in  that  territory  to  receive  the  Seventh  Degree  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  National  Grange,  held  at  Atlantic  City  in  November.

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

OVER  800  AT  BANQUET 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  features  of  the  convention  was  the  banquet, 
which  was  held  in  Rajah  Temple  on  Wednesday  evening.  Covers  were  laid 
for  more  than  800  guests,  and  every  detail  of  the  arrangements  was  so 
perfect  that  there  was  not  the  slightest  hitch  or  confusion. 

Past  Master  W.  F.  Hill  acted  as  toastmaster.  Addresses  were  made 
by  F.  P.  Willits,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  Treasurer  of  the  State 
Grange;  John  M.  McKee,  Deputy  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  a  member 
of  Boiling  Springs  Grange,  of  Cumberland  County;  P.  H.  Dewey  and  John 
A.  McSparran,  Lecturer  and  Master  of  the  State  Grange,  respectively,  and 
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Prof.  R.  G.  Bressler,  Vice  Dean  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  at  State  Col- 
lege and  a  member  of  Penn  State  Grange,  No.  1707. 

It  was  apparent  that  the  diners  were  happy  from  the  merry  hum  of 
their  voices  and  the  hearty  way  in  which  they  joined  in  the  singing. 

The  success  of  the  banquet  given  by  the  State  Grange  to  the  National 
Grange  at  Pittsburgh  in  the  fall  of  1923  suggested  the  idea  of  a  banquet 
at  Reading.  The  opinion  was  generally  expressed  that  a  banquet  should 
constitute  one  of  the  features  at  every  annual  session  of  the  State  Grange. 


THURSDAY  MORNING 

The  Grange  was  called  to  order  at  nine-thirty  o'clock,  after  which  there 
was  a  roll  call  of  counties  for  the  introduction  of  resolutions,  to  be  referred 
to  committee  without  debate. 


REPORT  OF  WORTHY  POMONA 

As  your  Pomona,  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  attend  a  number 
of  meetings  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  A  short  time  was  spent  in 
August  at  the  Grange  Leadership  Conference  at  Centre  Hall.  This  school 
seemed  to  promise  a  great  field  of  usefulness  in  Grange  work. 

At  the  invitation  of  National  Master  L.  J.  Taber,  I  met  with  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  National  Grange  at  Atlantic  City  in  November 
to  confer  with  the  committee  as  to  the  completion  of  the  new  Grange  song 
book.  To  this  has  been  given  my  best  efforts,  and  we  had  hoped  to  have 
the  book  ready  for  use  at  this  State  meeting.  We  expect  that  the  book 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  March. 

It  has  been  a  wonderful  privilege  to  serve  you  as  Pomona,  and  in  sub- 
mitting my  report,  may  I  not  make  a  plea  for  a  revival  of  the  spirit  of 
the  principles  to  which  we  so  solemnly  pledge  ourselves?  Too  often  the 
Grange  vows  are  lightly  taken  and  too  lightly  kept.  Why  is  it  that  some 
Granges  wither  and  die?  And  why  are  some  so  prosperous  and  flourishing? 
May  we  not  compare  the  Grange  to  the  fruit  tree?  The  Grange  that  leads 
a  selfish  existence  will  never  give  to  its  community  any  fruit  worth  while 
and  will  soon  wither  and  die,  while  the  Grange  that  brings  forth  not  only 
blossoms  of  purest  friendship  and  sweetest  associations,  but  develops  a 
harvest  of  fruitful  deeds  will  flourish  and  grow  and  justify  its  life. 

In  closing,  may  I  leave  with  you  two  messages  from  the  epistles  of 
St.  Paul:  "The  fruit  of  the  spirit  (of  the  heavenly  Master)  is  love,  joy, 
and  peace,  long  suffering,  gentleness,  faith".

GRANGE  NEWS  REPORT 

From  a  standpoint  of  reputation — enviable  reputation — Grange  News 
has  enjoyed  the  largest  share  of  success  in  its  career,  application  for  copies 
during  the  year  from  those  outside  of  the  Order  being  more  numerous  than 
ever  before.  Several  special  articles  aroused  unusual  interest  and  arrested 
the  attention  of  many  engaged  in  particular  lines  of  endeavor.  But  from 
a  standpoint  of  financial  success,  Grange  News  has  not  met  our  expectations, 
and  upon  its  present  source  of  income  it  never  will.  The  time  is  here  when 
something  must  be  done  to  place  the  publication  upon  a  self-supporting 
basis,  obviating  the  necessity  of  calling  upon  the  State  Grange  treasury  for 
aid,  although  the  opinion  has  been  expressed  that  money  spent  for  this 
purpose  is  as  helpful  in  stimulating  Grange  growth  and  spreading  Grange 
doctrine  as  through  any  other  channel  of  our  Order. 

The  slump  in  business  throughout  the  nation  has  had  its  effect  in  re- 
ducing the  demand  for  advertising  space,  although  we  are  happy  to  say 
that  Grange  News  has  had  its  share  of  business,  and  would  have  had  more 
if  our  advertisers  could  be  convinced  that  the  results  from  space  in  our 
publication  justified  them  in  being  represented.  It  should  not  be  necessary 
to  tell  you,  fellow  patrons,  that  the  shrewd  business  man  carefully  weighs 
advertising  investments  before  he  chooses  his  mediums,  and  if  he  has  his 
doubts    concerning   the   possibility    of   readers   not   being    interested    in   his 
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goods,  he  does  the  next  obvious  thing,  namely,  withdraws  his  patronage. 
Now  we  have  come  to  that  vital  point:  How  is  Grange  News  to  be  made 
self  sustaining?  Numerous  suggestions  have  been  offered,  one  being  that 
the  publication  be  placed  upon  a  cash  subscription  basis,  in  other  words,  if 
every  member  of  the  Order  would  pay  only  the  nominal  sum  of  ten  cents 
a  year  (although  we  feel  somewhat  ashamed  to  mention  such  a  low  figure), 
no  further  demands  on  our  state  treasury  would  be  needed.  Another  sug- 
gestion (a  very  plausible  one)  if  each  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange  in 
the  state  be  asked  or  required  to  contribute  not  less  than  $8.00  per  year, 
the  aggregate  would  supply  all  heed  of  funds  for  its  support  and  for 
occasional  improvements.  We  know  that  the  National  Grange  Monthly  is 
asking  for  similar  contributions  although  in  addition,  it  receives  cash  from 
each  individual  wishing  to  become -a  subscriber.  Your  business  manager 
has  frequently  indulged  the  hope  that  Grange  News  could  be  made  double 
its  present  size — 32  pages — half  devoted  to  Grange  activities  and  half  per- 
taining to  matters  of  agriculture.  He  feels  he  is  warranted  in  saying  that 
there  is  no  Patron  in  this  room  (brother  or  sister)  who  is  not  able  to 
contribute  something  in  the  shape  of  constructive  criticism,  helpful  advice, 
interesting  experiences,  practical  suggestions,  etc.,  which  would  put  Grange 
News  at  the  head  of  all  contemporaries.  As  it  is,  our  publication  has  an 
editorial  staff,  earnest,  efficient  and  self-sacrificing,  devoted  to  its  work  and 
showing  a  zeal  in  all  of  its  performances. 

As  has  probably  been  observed,  a  larger  size  print  paper  was  adopted 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  in  order  to  make  the  publication  more  at- 
tractive and  more  pretentious.  This  called  forth  commendation  from  several 
sources.  Additional  illustrations  were  also  used  and  we  often  felt  impelled 
t.o  use  more,  as  these  tend  to  brighten  our  pages,  but  here  is  where  ex- 
pense steps  in  and  lifts  a  warning  finger. 

Now  for  the  mailing  list.  If  every  secretary  during  the  past  year 
had  done  his  or  her  duty  the  lists  should  be  in  apple  pie  order.  But  have 
they?  I  again  repeat  what  I  told  you  last  year,  i.  e.:  We  should  not  be 
called  upon  to  print  anything  near  50,000  copies  each  month.  More  time, 
more  labor  and  more  expense  were  put  upon  the  list  during  the  past  thirteen 
months  than  ever  before  in  its  history,  involving  an  outlay  of  more  than 
$700.00.  Each  list  sent  in  was  carefully  gone  over,  corrected,  and  made 
as  near  perfect  as  human  and  mechanical  agencies  permitted.  Postmasters, 
even,  were  appealed  to,  although  only  about  one-half  responded  and  some 
went  so  far  as  to  demand  pay  for  correcting  the  list,  a  fact  I  cannot 
understand,  as  I  should  think  they  would  be  only  too  glad  to  assist,  as 
the  more  perfect  the  list,  the  less  the  labors. 

It  way  be  of  interest  to  inform  you  that  in  several  instances  as  many 
as  50,  60  and  even  80  names  going  to  a  single  post  office  were  found  repre- 
senting those  who  had  either  moved  away,  discontinued  membership,  un- 
known in  the  vicinity,  or  who  had  gone  to  that  bourne  from  which  no 
Patron  has  returned.  With  this  assistance,  limited  as  it  was,  we'  were 
enabled  to  cross  off  more  than  1800  names.  This  loss,  however,  was  only 
temporary  as  new  names  have  come  rolling  in  until  we  are  now  about 
where  we  started.  We  cannot  avoid  holding  the  belief  that  in  numerous 
instances  more  than  one  copy  is  going  to  the  same  home,  whereas,  the 
understanding  is  that  but  a  single  copy  should  be  so  delivered. 

It  may  interest  you  to  know  that  Grange  News  goes  to  2010  different 
post  offices  in  Pennsylvania.  And  it  may  also  interest  you  to  know  that 
to  Wellsboro  (Tioga  Co.)  more  papers  are  sent  than  to  any  other  post  office 
in  the  state — 710.  Conneautville  is  next  in  order  with  325;  then  comes 
Meadville  with  300;  Troy  receives  more  than  300;  Greenville  300;  Towanda 
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250;   as   do   also   Lebanon,   Spartansburg   and   Linesville;   while   Meshoppen, 
Tunkhannock,  Titusville,  Reynoldsville  and  Shickshinny  are  in  the  200  class. 

The  receipts  during  the  past  thirteen  months  from  advertising,  grange 
contributions,  single  subscriptions,  etc.,  about  balanced  the  cost  of  printing, 
in  addition  to  which  the  large  anniversary  number  and  1500  booklets  from 
same  put  Grange  News  to  an  outlay  far  in  excess  of  those  of  any  other 
year,  to  say  nothing  of  salary,  traveling  expenses,  commissions,  postage,  etc. 

While  to  some  publishers  the  above  exhibit  may  not  seem  promising, 
your  business  manager  has  not  lost  faith.  Grange  News  occupies  a  place 
and  fulfills  a  mission  unlike  any  other  publication  in  Pennsylvania  and  is 
unquestionably  the  logical  medium  of  official  communication  between  members 
of  our  Order  and  should  have  the  hearty  support  and  loyal  cooperation  of 
every  patron.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  agriculture  is  the  most  important  of  occupations, 
we,  the  committee,  believe  in  and  most  heartily  recommend  its  further 
advancement: 

1.  By  the  use  of  more  scientific  rotations. 

There  are  many  farms  throughout  Pennsylvania  which  have  very  poor 
rotations,  in  fact,  some  have  practically  none  which  provides  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  soil.  If  the  farmers  of  this  State  would  place  more 
stress  on  the  studying  the  correct  rotation  suited  to  their  respective  soils, 
larger  yields  and  better  crops  would  be  the  result. 

2.  By  the  use  of  a  better  system  of  marketing  whereby  these  crops 
may  be  disposed  of  more  direct  if  not  by  the  producers  themselves.  Also, 
that  the  produce  sold,  should  be  standardized  and  not  marketed  in  a  hap- 
hazard manner. 

The  following  resolutions  were  submitted  to  this  committee  and  have  been 
acted  upon  as  follows: 

1.  WHEREAS:  The  local  A.  &  P.,  Butler  and  Keystone  stores  have 
established  the  policy  of  shipping  in  produce,  such  as  potatoes,  apples,  etc., 
often  of  an  inferior  quality  and  refuse  to  buy  from   local   producers. 

THEREFORE    BE    IT    RESOLVED,    that    the    Butler    County    Pomona 
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Grange  No.  17  hereby  petition  the  managers  of  aforesaid  stores  to  patronize 
local  producers.

2.  WHEREAS:  It  has  been  conclusively  demonstrated  that  electricity 
can  aid  agriculture  in  manifold  ways  in  the  home  as  well  as  in  the  bam 
and  on  the  farm;  and 

WHEREAS:  In  places  in  the  United  States  and  more  especially  in 
foreign  countries  wide  spread  rural  electric  service  has  been  found  to  be 
economically  feasible;  and 

WHEREAS:  Through  its  great  rivers  and  extensive  coal  deposits  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  richly  endowed  with  sources  of  cheap 
power;  and 

WHEREAS:  Of  our  200,000  farms  an  almost  negligible  number  are 
now  equipped  with  electrical  service;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  we  recommend  to  our  own  members  activity  in 
securing  for  themselves  the  benefits  of  electricity ;  and  further  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  we  urge  upon  our  State  officials,  the  Public  Service 
Commission,  and  the  Legislature  the  taking  of  such  steps  as  may  make 
electricity  generally  available  to  the  farms  through  the  state.

So  may 
not  our  Pomona  Granges  be  inspired  to  more  good  and  profitable  work 
by  taking  the  opportunity  to  see  the  good  usages  and  practices  of  their 
neighboring  Pomona  Granges. 

We  also  suggest  that  as  many  subordinate  granges  as  possible  be 
represented  among  the  officers  of  our  Pomona  Granges,  as  our  Subordinate 
and  Pomona  Granges  are  the  training  schools  of  our  members  for  the  higher 
duties  in  State  and  National  Grange  work. 

Also  encourage  attendance  at  our  Pomona  Grange  meetings.  Just  as 
"The  Empty  Pew"  is  discouragement  to  the  minister  in  the  pulpit,  so  is 
a  poor  representation  of  Subordinate  Granges  to  the  Worthy  Master  of 
Pomona  Grange.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SALARIES 

Your  Committee  on  Salaries  makes  the  following  report: 
While  we  realize  that  the  officers  of  the  State  Grange  are  under-paid 
in  comparison  with  the  pay  received  by  the  officers  of  other  organizations, 
we  feel,  nevertheless,  that  under  present  conditions,  it  is  perhaps  for  the 
good  of  the  Order  that  no  revision  of  salaries  be  made  either  way. 

We  recommend  that  as  near  as  possible  the  same  schedule  be  main- 
tained as  was  in  vogue  during  the  past  term.  We  recommend  that  the 
Master  receive  $2,000  a  year  and  necessary  expenses  when  engaged  in  Grange 
work;  Lecturer,  $300  per  year,  and  $6.00  per  day  when  working  for  the 
Grange,  his  expenses  and  per  diem  to  be  equally  divided  so  far  as  practicable 
between  the  Granges  he  may  visit  and  the  State  Grange;  Treasurer,  $400 
per  year.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Secretary  receive  $1,400  a  year 
for  attending  to  the  duties  of  that  position.  If  the  Secretary  be  also 
employed  as  legislative  agent,  he  shall  be  allowe«i  as  much  additional  com- 
pensation as  the  Executive  Committee  may  consider  just  and  proper  for 
the  extra  services  rendered.  We  recommend  that  the  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive, Legislative,  and  Finance  Committees  be  allowed  $3.00  per  day  and 
necessary  expenses  when  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Grange.  We  also 
recommend  that  all  officers  of  the  State  Grange  be  allowed  their  mileage 
and  expenses  for  attending  the  sessions  of  the  State  Grange.  The  State 
Deputies  shall  receive  $3.00  per  day  and  necessary  expenses  vWien  employed 
in  Grange  work.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

A  duty  devolves  on  me  which  is  a  pleasant  and  cheerful  task.  I  submit 
the  report  of  your  committee,  who  deal  with  the  building  material  of  our 
noble  organization — the  Juveniles. 

I  am  sure  we  can  do  no  greater  work  than  to  educate  our  young  people^ 
the  boys  and  girls  in  our  Subordinate  Granges,  teach  them  the  true  principles 
of  Patrons  of  Husbandry.  We  must  remember  the  boys  and  girls  are  the 
men  and  women  of  tomorrow.  Let  us  make  the  Grange  so  attractive  that 
the  moving  picture  and  the  dance  hall  have  no  attractions  for  them.  The 
only  way  we  can  do  this  is  to  educate  them  to  entertain  themselves  and  be 
able  to  entertain  others. 

It  is  surprising  to  see  and  know  how  willing  the  young  people  are  if 
they  are  just  given  the  chance.  Let  the  Juveniles  be  the  entertainers  of 
the  Subordinate  Granges.  Pennsylvania  has  36  Juvenile  Granges,  ranking 
second  among  the  States.  The  Juvenile  Grange  is  to  Subordinate  Grange 
as  the  Sunday  School  is  to  the  Church,  for  the  beautiful  ritual  teaches  of 
God  and  His  works  and  it  is  from  the  Juveniles  where  the  material  from 
which  we  build  up  our  Subordinate  Granges  is  found. 

They  can  come  into  the  Granges  of  a  higher  degree  and  cooperate  in 
entertaining  them  but  one  thing  is  to  be  remembered —  be  sure  they  have  a 
Matron  qualified  to  maintain  the  proper  order. 

It  is  found  where  there  are  Juvenile  Granges  that  the  attendance  of 
the  Subordinate  is  increased  and  is  a  great  help. 

Perhaps  each  Grange  should  decide  as  to  whether  children  should  be 
taken  in  whose  parents  are  not  members  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  but 
be  careful  not  to  allow  the  Juvenile  to  become  a  public  nursery. 

One  of  the  things  essential  to  a  successful  Juvenile  is  enthusiasm  on  the 
part  of  Matron  and  all  members  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  sponsoring  the 
Juvenile. 

The  wonderful  training  in  Grange  activities  and  routine  work  also  in 
marching  and  drills  is  another  consideration.  Children  should  help  elect 
their  officers  especially  the  Matron,  but  of  course,  under  supervision  of  the 
older  Grange. 

Another  thing,  the  older  Grangers  should  show  the  children  the  same 
respect  they  ask  of  the  youngsters,  not  running  in  and  out  of  their  sessions. 

And  one  of  the  most  essential  things  is  ORDER. 

The  committee  recommends  the  organizing  of  Juvenile  Granges  where- 
ever  possible  for  the  benefit  of  these  Grangers  of  the  Future.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE   COMMITTEE 

Brother  Allan  D.  Miller,  of  Susquehanna,  presented  the  following  report 
as  secretary  of  the  Legislative  Committee: 

The  fundamental  soundness  of  the  Grange  in  its  economic  and  legis- 
lative platforms,  and  the  correctness  of  its  diagnosis  of  certain  ills  with  its 
suggestions  of  remedies  is  perhaps  best  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  today 
as  never  before  is  the  public  attention  directed  at  two  of  the  most  glaring 
evils  against  which  this  organization  has  been  protesting  and  giving  warning 
for  years.  These  two  are  the  ever  increasing  tendency  on  the  part  of 
governmental  agencies  and  certain  interests  to  centralize  the  powers  of 
government,  and  the  excessive  burden  of  taxation. 

The  first  of  these,  often  advanced  with  the  thought,  perhaps,  that  such 
centralization  would  bring  increased  efficiency  with  economy,  has,  by  ex- 
perience, as  we  have  repeatedly  warned  it  would  do,  increased  the  second 
by  duplication  of  work  with  the  resultant  increase  of  governmental  expendi- 
tures. But  with  evident  and  striking  examples  of  such  increased  costs  and 
the  very  few  instances  of  increased  efficiency,  much  less  more  favorable 
results,  coming  from  such  tendency,  there  continues  the  agitation  for  still 
more  centralization  with  a  further  taking  away  from  the  people  of  those 
rights  and  powers  reserved  to  them  by  our  form  of  government,  the  ultimate 
certainty  of  all  which  must  be  still  greater  costs  and  still  greater  taxes. 

It  is  our  belief  that  the  prosperity  of  this  country,  the  magnificent 
growth  of  our  industries  and  our  people,  the  marvelous  development  of  this 
nation  to  the  world's  greatest  force  for  good,  are  all  the  result  of  our 
origrinal  form  of  government  which  left  with  the  individual  through  the 
local  units  of  government  the  responsibilities  of  government.  It  is  that 
responsibility  which  in  the  early  days  gave  to  the  individual  the  spirit  of 
initiative,  caused  him  to  study  his  government  and  its  laws  and  filled  his 
soul  with  a  sense  of  freedom,  which  in  contrast  to  the  yoke  of  European 
domination,  made  him  a  monarch  instead  of  a  serf.  Too  little  do  we  ap- 
preciate our  blessings  in  these  days.  We  are  more  and  more  convinced  by 
the  instances  of  centralization  which  have  taken  away  that  responsibility, 
that  the  farmers  of  our  form  of  government  were  favored  with  Divine  Aid, 
that  wide  departures  from  that  basic  plan  are  fraught  with  danger  and 
that  the  time  has  come  to  stop  further  experimenting  and  to  return  to  the 
old  ideas. 

Two  striking  instances  of  the  length  to  which  those  favoring  centrali- 
zation will  go  may  be  found  in  the  national  government.  Look,  for  instance, 
at  the  proposed  ^'Twentieth  Amendment"  to  the  Federal  constitution  which 
proposes  to  give  to  Congress  the  power  to  limit,  regulate  and  prohibit  the 
labor  of  persons  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  This  amendment,  if 
ratified  by  the  requisite  number  of  states,  will  place  in  the  hands  of 
Congress  such  broad  powers  that  parents  may  well  be  violating  the  law  if 
they  use  their  children  in  the  work  of  the  home  and  the  farm.  Such 
powers,  if  exercised,  will  take  from  the  parent  the  privilege,  the  duty  and 
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the  right  of  teaching  industry  and  frugality  to  the  child,  will  deprive  the 
child  of  the  training  and  habits  of  industry  and  thrift  which  are  necessary 
for  success  in  life,  and  will  establish  compulsory  idleness  among  the  youth 
of  the  nation  during  the  formative  period  when  habits  once  inculcated  are 
difficult  to  change.  It  is  said,  of  course,  by  those  who  favor  the  amendment, 
that  Congress  will  never  exercise  the  ultimate  powers  so  granted.  This  is 
an  admission  that  such  powers  are  too  broad  and  sweeping,  and  this  being 
so,  it  is  obvious  that  they  should  not  be  so  granted. 

In  the  beginning,  the  control  of  commerce  between  the  states  was  given 
to  Congress,  that  control  is  proper  and  necessary,  but  the  right  of  the 
states  to  regulate  their  own  internal  affairs  through  their  own  constituted 
agencies  should  not,  except  in  cases  of  menace  to  public  health  or  morals, 
be  further  abridged. 

The  Grange  has  favored  and  will  continue  to  favor  the  proper  regulation 
of  child  labor  but  it  must  oppose  this  extravagant  and  unnecessary  amend- 
ment to  the  Federal  constitution. 

One  other  example  of  the  trend  toward  centralization  is  the  proposal 
of  a  Federal  Department  of  Education.  Reasons  similar  to  those  already 
given,  namely,  the  duplication  of  effort,  the  increased  cost  to  taxpayers  and 
the  matter  being  one  for  exclusive  state  control,  impel  us  to  oppose  this 
plan.  The  nearer  to  the  people,  whose  money  is  educating  their  own 
children,  that  the  control  of  public  schools  is  kept,  the  better  will  be  the 
results.     We  already  have  departed  too  far  from  this  basic  principle. 

Similarly,  this  tendency  toward  centralization  has  been  carried  to  excess 
in  Pennsylvania.  During  the  past  two  decades,  the  control  of  schools  and  of 
public  roads,  two  of  the  branches  of  government  which  touch  most  closely 
the  farmer  and  other  taxpayers,  has  been  taken  away  from  the  local  officers 
elected  by  the  people  and  placed  largely  at  Harrisburg  in  the  hands  of 
officers  of  the  state  appointed  by  the  Executive.  Some  benefits,  it  is  true, 
have  flowed  from  this  movement,  but  these  benefits  have  not  been  in  pro- 
portion to  the  disadvantages  and  costs. 

Undue  and  unnecessary  regulations,  uncalled  for  and  expensive  altera- 
tions and  changes,  bureaucratic  and  autocratic  assumption  of  power,  all  at 
the  expense  but  not  with  the  authority  or  under  the  control  of  the  taxpayer 
or  his  local  elected  representatives,  have  caused  grave  unrest.  As  a  partial 
solution,  the  Grange  some  years  ago  made  suggestions  pertaining  to  both 
schools  and  roads,  which  proposals  in  many  quarters  met  with  favor. 

For  schools  it  was  suggested  that  teachers  be  employed  for  the  entire 
year,  that  during  the  winter  they  be  employed  in  the  township  high  schools, 
teaching  the  older  pupils  who  can  travel  longer  distances,  if  necessary, 
through  mud  rain  and  snow,  that  during  the  summer  months  they  be 
employed  in  what  is  termed  "the  little  red  school  house",  teaching  tke 
children  of  tender  years,  who  should  not  go  too  far  away  from  home.  This 
would  not  call  for  the  dangerous  exposure  of  children  to  the  elements  during 
the  winter  months  and  would  enable  the  older  boys  and  girls  to  be 
profitably  employed  on  the  farm  during  the  summer.  Experience  is  con- 
tinuing to  show  that  such  a  plan  might  well  be  given  a  trial  to  see  if  the 
experiment,  if  fairly  made,  might  not  be  as  good  in  every  way  as  the 
present  system  which  is  causing  so  much  discord  and  dissatisfaction. 

For  roads,  the  plan  suggested  was  patterned  after  the  then  existing 
structure  of  school  laws  and  would,  if  it  had  been  adopted,  we  believe,  have 
gone  a  long  way  by  this  time  in  getting  Pennsylvania  out  of  the  mud.  We 
are  getting  some  magnificent  boulevards,  it  is  true,  but  these  largely 
parallel  railroads  and  are  competing  with  them.     The  township  roads  and 
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other  feeders  to  the  railroads  are  not  being  developed  as  they  should  be. 
Neither  the  producers  or  the  consumers  of  foodstuffs  are  receiving  the  benefit 
from  large  expenditures  for  roads  which  they  should  receive.  We  urge 
more  improved  roads  at  less  costs  with  greater  beneficial  results  to  all. 

But  not  being  satisfied  with  the  results  thus  far  obtained,  those  who 
favor  this  scheme  have  attemped  to  go  still  farther  and  now  propose  the 
centralization  of  assessing  and  collecting  taxes.  We  have  opposed  this  plan 
in  past  sessions  of  the  Legislature  as  represented  by  the  so-called  Marshall 
and  Ludlow  bills  and  will  continue  to  oppose  it.  The  plan  if  put  into  effect 
will  deprive  local  units  of  still  more  powers  of  self  government,  will  create 
new  and  additional  offices  and  will  be  bound  to  increase  the  expenses  of 
assessment  and  collection.  It  is  significent  that  the  proponents  of  this 
measure  are  seldom  those  who  are  truly  interested  in  rural  problems. 
What  a  refreshing  thing  it  would  be  if  some  of  these  people  and  some  of 
the  many  commissions  appointed  to  study  the  question  of  taxation,  would 
suggest  some  plan  which  would  place  a  fair  burden  of  taxation  on  personal 
and  corporate  property  and  earnings  and  thus  by  increased  state  revenues 
render  available  increased  appropriations  for  roads  and  schools  to  help  the 
farmer,  the  city  renter  and  all  owners  of  real  estate. 

The  result  of  the  tendency  thus  outlined  has  been  to  increase  taxes 
on  real  estate,  not  only  through  increased  expenditures  in  the  local  school 
and  road  districts  caused  by  burdensome  and  unwarranted  assumption  of 
power  by  departments,  but  also  through  the  financial  stringency  in  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  caused  in  part  at  least  by  excessive 
overhead,  which  stringency,  has  prevented  adequate  appropriations  for 
local  purposes.  The  expense  of  state  government  exclusive  of  the  revenue 
from  automobile  licenses  are  met  largely  by  taxes  upon  corporations.  No 
one  has  ever  seriously  attempted  to  challenge  our  figures  showing  that 
corporate  and  personal  property  is  paying  less  than  its  fair  share  of  the 
tax  burden.  In  fact,  it  is  very  generally  conceded  that  we  are  right.  But 
thus  far  no  fair  measure  of  equitably  distributing  this  burden  has  ever 
succeeded.  The  result  has  been  that  each  department,  which  can  possibly 
do  so,  has  devised  a  special  tax  for  its  benefit  and  we  have  under  the  guise 
of  licenses  a  most  vicious  form  of  special  taxation. 

At  the  last  session,  however,  there  was  such  a  deficit  that  some  new 
revenues  were  necessary  and  finally  to  meet  this  need  a  bill  imposing  an 
emergency  profits  tax  on  certain  corporations  for  a  two  year  term  was 
enacted.  This  tax  is  not  unfair  or  unduly  burdensome  and  we  favor  its 
retention  permanently. 

But  even  among  the  corporations  themselves,  the  taxes  are  not  equitably 
adjusted.  For  example,  manufacturing  and  laundering  corporations  pay 
no  capital  stock  tax  while  most  others  pay  a  tax  of  five  mills  on  the  actual 
value  of  capital  stock.  As  we  have  shown  for  years,  this  exemption  is  no 
longer  necessary  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
Legislature  an  enlightened  public  sentiment  and  the  spirit  of  justice  will 
remove  this  unfair  discrimination. 

And  yet  many  of  these  corporations,  who  so  strenously  oppose  the  paying 
of  their  fair  share  of  governmental  costs,  do  not  seem  to  hesitate  to  ask 
for  special  favors  at  the  expense  of  other  taxpayers.  If  our  information 
be  correct,  there  might  well  be  cited  as  an  illustration  of  this  what  is 
known  as  the  Pymatuming  Swamp  project  for  which  the  state  has  hereto- 
fore made  large  appropriation.  This  project  seems  to  be  one  which  at 
public  expense  creates  a  water  supply  for  certain  manufacturing  industries. 

Governor  Pinchot  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  his  veto  of  a  similar  ap- 
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propriation  bill  of  $400,000.00  made  during  the  last  session  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  if  a  similar  bill  comes  before  him  next  year  it  will  be  met  with 
a  like  fatew 

We  make  the  following  specific  recommendations: 

NATIONAL 

Opposition  to  the  Child  Labor  Amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution. 

Opposition  to  the  proposed  Federal  Department  of  Education. 

Continuation  of  our  relations  with  the  National  Board  of  Farm  Organi- 
zations. 

Enactment  of  proper  laws  governing  agricultural  and  cooperative  farm 
organizations. 

Retaining  of  excess  profits  and  income  taxes. 

Opposition  to  bills  empowering  banks  to  establish  branches. 

STATE 

Opposition  to  centralizing  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes. 

Enactment  of  law  imposing  capital  stock  tax  on  manufacturing  cor- 
porations. 

Adequate  appropriations  for  township  rewards  for  road  building. 

Continuance  of  present  gasoline  tax.  This  we  believe  to  be  one  of  the 
fairest  measures  on  our  books. 

Continuance  of  present  emergency  profits  tax. 

Not  only  opposition  to  the  proposed  bill  lowering  age  limit  of  those 
taking  out  fish  licenses,  but  active  efforts  to  repeal  the  fish  license  law. 

Larger  appropriations  for  local  schools  and  highways. 

The  payment  by  the  state  of  the  minimum  salary  of  teachers  for  the 
minimum  term.  This  cost  of  local  government  being  fixed  by  the  state 
should  be  paid  by  the  state. 

Opposition  to  returning  part  of  automobile  license  fees  to  cities  or 
municipalities. 

Enactment  of  commercial  fertilizer  laws  which  will  stop  Pennsylvania 
being  used  as  a  dumping  ground  for  cheap  and  poor  fertilizers. 

Retaining  our  Legislative  Agent  at  Harrisburg. 

Adequate  appropriations  covering  damages  for  killing  tubercular  cattle. 

Adequate  appropriations  for  State  College. 

Discontinuance  of  appropriations  to  private  schools  or  colleges. 

Imposition  of  taxes  on  natural  resources  at  the  source,  similar  in  trend 
to  the  tonnage  tax  on  coal. 

Enactment  of  more  rigid  trespass  laws. 

Enactment  and  enforcement  of  more  rigid  laws  to  prohibit  the  outlawed 
traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors. 

At  this  the  closing  of  the  year's  activity  and  with  the  inauguration  of  a 
new  regime  in  the  affairs  of  this  organization,  *  we  desire  to  express  our 
deepest  appreciation  of  the  most  loyal  support  given  to  your  committee. 
The  united  strength  of  this  organization  has  been  displayed  in  recent  years 
as  never  before.  We  bespeak  the  continuance  of  that  support  and  urge 
upon  you  to  aid  this  committee  by  resolutions  and  letters  as  heretofore. 
You  will  be  informed  of  the  emergencies  as  they  arise  from  time  to  time 
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and  prompt  action  in  response  to  requests  will  be  sure  to  bring  favorable 
results. 

The  Grange,  an  organization  of  men  and  women,  working  not  for  selfish 
purposes,  but  for  the  good  of  all,  has  a  well  defined  work  to  do.  Guided  by 
that  spirit  of  unselfish  service,  it  cannot  fail.

WHEREAS:  Deer  have  become  so  plentiful  in  certain  sections  as  to 
cause  serious  damage  to  farmers, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  By  the  Huntingdon  County  Pomona 
Grange  No.  6,  that  we  favor  an  open  season  for  doe  on  petition  of  local 
residents  as  now  provided  and  further  that  we  favor  an  amendment  to  the 
law  so  that  land  owners  in  those  sections  where  damage  is  being  committed 
shall  be  allowed  to  kill  one  doe  each  from  their  own  or  adjoining  property 
without  securing  license  for  killing  does.

Grange  Committee*'  on  Trespassing  and  Hunting  Laws. 

The  purpose  of  said  Special  Committee  is  to  draft  a  law  on  trespassing 
and  huntmg  with  reference  to  privately  owned  land;  to  present  said  draft 
to  the  Legislature  of  1924-5,  and  to  employ  every  effort  to  have  same  enacted 
into  law.

WHEREAS:  The  said  dairy  farmers  are  not  receiving  adequate  recom- 
pense either  for  the  amount  of  capital  invested,  or  the  amount  of  labor 
required  to  produce  that  milk; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  request  the  coming  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  enact  the  following  into  a  law:  Any  owners  or  owner,  manager, 
agent  or  employee  of  a  milk  plant  or  station,  or  milk  dealer  short-weighmg 
or  short-testing  milk  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  pay  costs  of  prosecution,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000)  and  not  more  than  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  fine  and  undergo 
imprisonment  not  less  than  one  year  or  more  than  two  years. 

(2)  That  full  publicity  and  information  be  given  to  taxpayers  showing 
the  exact  purpose,  with  amounts,  for  which  taxes  are  spent. 

(3)  That  no  further  reduction  of  income  taxes  be  made  until  govern- 
ment  expenses  are  reduced. 

(4)  That  we  are  in  favor  of  a  carefully  prepared  detailed  Budget 
for  every  government  unit  from  the  Nation  to  the  County. 

(5)  That  the  issuance  of  tax  exempt  securities  should  be  discontinued. 

(6)  That  we  are  in  favor  of  taxing  billboards  along  the  sides  of  State 
Highways. 

(7)  That  we  are  opposed  to  compelling  automobile  owners  to  furnish 

a  thousand  dollar  bond. 
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(8)  That  hunters  be  compelled  to  have  written  permit  from  the  land 
owners  to  hunt. 

(9)  That  we  are  opposed  to  the  Government  using  the  public  funds 
for  the  further  reclaimation  or  irrigation,  or  the  drainage  of  swamp  lands 
until  the  land  already  available  is  under  cultivation.

1.  WHEREAS:  The  Granges  of  Pennsylvania  have  on  many  occasions 
in  the  past  made  it  very  clear  that  they  were  not  in  sympathy  with  the  cen- 
tralized administrative  program  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  In- 
stitutions and  since  we  now  have  in  the  office  of  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  a  man  whom  we  believe  to  be  in  sympathy  with  the 
needs  and  wishes  of  rural  Pennsylvania, 

•  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  endorse  Dr.  J.  Geo.  Becht  personally  and 
go  on  record  as  approving  his  policies  and  practices  for  the  improvement  of 
our  public  schools;  and 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  send  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion, if  approved,  to  Dr.  Becht  with  our  good  wishes  for  his  speedy  recovery 
to  normal  health  and  the  assumption  of  full  duties  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  we  request  that  the  proper 
authorities  assemble  full  information  as  to  how  the  number  of  eighth  grade 
pupils  that  take  high  school  training  compares  in  urban  and  rural  districts.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

Governor  Gifford  Pinchot,  who  has  been  chairman  of  the  Grange  Com- 
mittee on  Conservation  since  it  was  first  organized,  made  the  annual  report 
of  the  Committee,  which  was  as  follows: 

Your  standing  committee  on  forestry  and  conservation  is  delighted  to 
have  the  privilege  of  reporting  that  a  big  forward  step  was  taken  in  Penn- 
sylvania forestry  during  the  last  year.  The  State  Grange  has  a  right  to 
claim  a  share  of  this  creditable  accomplishment  for  having  helped  initiate 
so  sound  and  far-reaching  a  forest  program  for  the  State. 

For  seven  years  this  committee  has  been  recommending  an  extension 
of  the  State  Forests.  The  State  now  owns  1,131,277  acres  and  should  own 
3,500,000  additional  acres.  That  the  acquisition  of  additional  State  Forest 
land  is  a  sound  business  enterprise  is  shown  by  the  increase  in  value  of 
the  forest  land  now  owned  by  the  State.  It  was  purchased  at  an  average 
price  of  $2.26  per  acre  and  is  now  worth  $11.80  per  acre.  This  conserva- 
tively estimated  present  value  shows  that  the  State  Forests  are  now  worth 
more  than  $13,000,000,  and  since  their  purchase  have  made  a  net  gain  of 
more  than  $5,000,000  over  all  expeditures  for  administration,  development, 
and  improvement. 

In  1923  the  income  from  the  State  Forests  amounted  to  more  than 
$113,000,  almost  twice  that  of  any  previous  year,  and  when  the  books  are 
closed  at  the  end  of  1924  an  even  greater  income  will  be  reported.  The  total 
receipts  from  the  State  Forests  since  they  were  established  already  amount 
to  almost  $600,000,  of  which  more  than  $325,000  have  been  placed  in  the 
State  School  Fund.  The  income  will  increase  rapidly  as  the  trees  approach 
maturity,  and  in  time  will  be  a  big  factor  in  meeting  State  expenditures. 
The  vast  stretches  of  idle  land  that  are  now  so  common,  particularly  in 
the  mountainous  parts  of  the  Commonwealth,  should  be  purchased  im- 
mediately by  the  State.  To  wait  upon  uncertain  and  slow  biennial  appro- 
priations made  by  the  Legislature  would  be  merely  playing  with  the 
problem.  The  committee  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  State  Grange  was  a 
pioneer  in  proposing  and  endorsing  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  for  $25,000,000 
for  the  purchase  of  forest  land. 

A  resolution  to  amend  the  State  Constitution  so  that  a  forest  bond 
issue  could  be  authorized  passed  the  1923  assembly  almost  linanimously. 
It  will  be  submitted  to  the  1925  session,  which  will  meet  shortly,  and  your 
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committee  hopes  that  the  State  Grange  and  all  subordinate  granges  will 
put  forth  earnest  efforts  to  push  this  commendable  project  to  a  successful 
end.  When  it  has  been  passed  by  the  next  Legislature  it  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  for  their  final  sanction  in  November,  1925. 

The  merits  of  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  are  so  outstanding  that  they 
deserve  the  wholehearted  support  of  every  member  of  the  State  Grange 
Your  committee  strongly  recommends  that  the  State  Grange  renew  its  en- 
dorsement of  this  worthy  proposition.  Its  realization  will  assure  safeguards 
against  timber  depletion,  provide  effective  means  to  improve  domestic  and 
industrial  water  supplies,  and  will  supply  an  extension  of  opportunities 
for  public  health  and  recreation  now  urgently  needed  by  the  people  of  the 
State. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  State-wide  organization  of  forest  fire  ^ghters 
has  been  demonstrated  in  a  most  practical  and  effective  way.  During  the 
last  spring  the  average  area  per  forest  fire  was  only  46  acres,  which  is 
the  lowest  average  of  forest  land  burned  during  any  spring  period  since 
the  Department  has  kept  fire  records.  The  fall  record,  considering  the 
prolonged  drought  and  consequent  serious  forest  fire  hazards,  was  also 
exceedingly  remarkable.  The  success  of  the  fall  season  is  attributable  to 
a  very  large  degree  to  the  cooperation  of  the  general  public  and  to  the 
extremely  generous  response  to  the  Governor's  proclamation  placing  a  ban 
on  hunting  during  the  period  of  the  greatest  fire  danger.  This  was  the  first 
time  such  action  was  ever  taken  in  Pennsylvania  in  the  interests  of  forest 
protection. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  report  especially  that  as  the  result  of 
organized  forest  protection  the  timber  production  ledger  of  Pennsylvania 
IS  slowly  but  surely  changing  from  heavy  losses  to  substantial  gains  It 
can  be  safely  said  that  forest  growth  in  the  State  is  now  greater  than  the 
amount  of  wood  destroyed  by  forest  fires. 

More  people  are  now  using  the  State  Forests  than  ever  before.  Special 
recreational  facilities  are  also  being  developed  for  the  people  on  the  State- 
owned  forest  land.  Within  the  State  Forests  are  twenty-six  public  camp 
grounds,  eight  State  Forest  parks,  nine  State  Forest  monuments,  and  a 
number  of  scenic  areas  of  unusual  interest.  There  are  now  leased  on  the 
State  Forests  almost  1,200  camp  sites,  which  cover  approximately  500 
acres  and  bring  in  an  annual  income  of  $8,000. 

Each  year  a  large  acreage  of  idle  land,  much  of  it  on  farms,  is  bemg 
brought  back  to  production  by  the  planting  of  trees.  During  the  spring  of 
1924  the  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters  distributed  more  than  eight 
and  one-half  million  trees  to  private  planters  throughout  the  State.  These 
trees  reforested  approximately  8,500  acres  of  waste  land. 

The  forest  tree  planting  program  i's  moving  forward  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
as  indicated  by  requests  already  received  for  more  than  seven  million  trees 
for  planting  in  the  spring  of  1925.  During  the  last  twenty-five  years  more 
than  sixty-seven  million  trees,  furnished  from  the  State  nurseries,  have 
been  planted  on  State  and  private  forest  land  in  Pennsylvania.  The  com- 
mittee feels  that  the  State  is  doing  a  commendable  work  in  promoting 
forest  tree  planting  and  in  bringing  back  to  production  thousands  of  acres 
of  idle  land. 

The  State  Forest  School  at  Mont  Alto,  next  to  the  oldest  existing  forest 
school  in  America,  is  the  only  professional  school  of  forestry  in  the  State. 
Economy  of  operation  is  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  school,  which  has 
the  best  outdoor  equipment  for  practical  instruction  in  forestry  among 
all  the  first  schools  in  the  country.     In  September,  1924,  the  school  opened 
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with  a  faculty  of  eight  members,  the  largest  since  the  schoors  establishment. 
During  the  last  two  years  the  entire  school  curriculum  has  been  remodeled 
and  brought  up-to-date.  The  course  of  studies  now  covers  four  full  years. 
Eighty  students,  the  largest  number  since  the  school  was  established  m 
1903,  are  now  enrolled. 

The  present  building  facilities,  provided  when  the  school  had  an  enroll- 
ment of  only  thirty  students  with  a  three-year  course,  are  now  wholly 
inadequate.  More  buildings  and  better  equipment  are  needed  to  provide 
training  for  not  less  than  one  hundred  students  from  Pennsylvania  who 
desire  technical  training  in  forestry.  The  committee  strongly  urges  the 
State  Grange  to  endorse  the  work  of  this  institution,  which  is  playing  a 
most  constructive  part  in  fashioning  a  sound  conservation  program  for  the 
State. 

During  the  last  year  special  efforts  have  been  put  forth  to  safeguard 
the  streams  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Sanitary  Water  Board  is  making  an  in- 
ventory of  all  the  streams  within  the  State.  This  study,  now  complete  for 
only  ten  per  cent  of  the  counties,  has  already  disclosed  3,450  miles  of  clean, 
unpolluted  streams  in  the  State.  As  the  work  of  the  Board  proceeds,  the 
mileage  of  clean  streams  will  be  greatly  increased. 

The  Board  is  approaching  the  problem  of  abating  industrial  stream 
pollution  through  cooperation  with  industrial  groups.  The  tanning  industry 
has  agretd  to  provide  $35,000  for  special  investigations  to  determine  better 
methods  of  disposing  tannery  waste.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
and  points  the  way  to  cleaning  up  the  many  streams  of  the  State  that  are 
now  heavily  polluted.  That  the  Sanitary  Water  Board  has  been  successful 
in  administering  the  anti-stream  pollution  laws  of  the  State  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  officials  from  other  states  are  considering  the  Pennsylvania  plan 
and  establishing  similar  bodies  in  their  states. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  State  launched  a  definite  program  to 
protect  the  people's  interest  in  water  resources.  Prior  to  1923,  Pennsyl- 
vania had  no  fixed  policy  concerning  the  control  and  regulation  of  her 
water  resources  with  respect  to  the  use  of  her  streams  for  water  and 
steam  development.  The  Act  of  June  14,  1923,  provides  adequate  safe- 
guards to  protect  the  people's  interest.  As  a  result  of  this  new  program,  a 
number  of  important  power  projects  are  being  developed. 

No  group  of  questions  before  this  Administration  is  more  important  to 
the  welfare  of  the  people  as  a  whole  than  those  relating  to  the  service  of 
electric  current.  Thus  far  the  great  majority  of  farmers  in  Pennsylvania 
have  not  been  served  at  all  and  this  fact  makes  this  group  of  questions 
more  important  to  them  than  to  any  other  class.  The  source  of  electric 
power  for  Pennsylvania  has  in  the  main  been,  and  must  in  the  future  con- 
tinue to  be,  the  bituminous  coal  deposits  of  the  State,  because  our  water 
power  resources,  though  absolutely  considerable,  are  relatively  small.  Only 
about  ten  per  cent  of  the  electric  current  put  on  the  wires  of  the  State  in 
the  year  1922  was  generated  by  water  power.  About  ninety  per  cent  came 
from  steam  engines.  Therefore,  the  Giant  Power  Survey  created  by  the 
Act  of  1923,  has  devoted  its  attention  chiefly  to  devising  ways  and  means 
for  the  generation  of  electricity  in  Giant  Power  steam  stations  in  the  coal 
fields,  with  all  the  economies  of  mass  production  and  possible  recovery  and 
utilization  of  the  valuable  by-products  of  coal  now  wasted. 

The  investigations  that  have  been  made  indicate  that  it  is  possible 
under  these  conditions  to  generate  electricity  by  steam  power  at  a  cost 
not  greater  than  by  water  power  at  Niagara;  also  that  it  is  possible  as 
a  mere  matter  of  technical  engineering  to  transmit  this  power  by  wire  very 
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cheaply  for  distribution  and  consumption  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  The 
only  thing  lacking  appears  to  be  an  adequate  organization  of  the  transmitting 
and  distributing  system  and  a  proper  degree  and  method  of  its  control  by 
public  authority.  This  will  require  important  changes  in  our  laws,  specific 
recommendations  for  which  will  be  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Giant 
Power  Survey  Board  to  the  General  Assembly  in  January.  We  are  confident 
that  these  changes  will  work  no  injustice  upon  any  legislative  interest,  but 
it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  they  can  be  enacted  without  the  support  of 
an  intelligent  and  earnest  public  opinion.  We  ask  for  the  support  of  the 
farmers  in  this  matter  because  it  is  one  that  profoundly  concerns  the 
general  welfare,  and  the  welfare  of  farmers  most  of  all. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Grange  endorse  the  important 
work  of  the  Giant  Power  Survey  and  the  Sanitary  Water  Board  for  both 
agencies  are  working  in  the  interest  of  the  public's  welfare. 

During  the  past  year  some  of  the  results  of  the  Giant  Power  Survey 
and  the  Sanitary  Water  Board  have  been  published  in  the  Grange  News. 
Many  of  its  readers  are  already  familiar  with  the  great  benefits  that  are 
coming  from  this  good  work.  The  columns  of  the  Grange  News  will  con- 
tinue to  give  information  about  these  commendable  projects,  and  this  com- 
mittee desires  to  enlist  your  interest  and  active  cooperation  in  promoting 
them.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  INSURANCE 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

We,  the   Committee   on   Insurance,  beg   leave   to   submit  the   following 


report: 


GRANGE  LIFE  INSURANCE

This  company  which  has  been  in  actual  operation  less  than  one  and 
one-half  years,  is  already  receiving  considerable  business  from  Pennsyl- 
vania Patrons,  and  its  growth  and  usefulness  will  depend  largely  upon  the 
patronage  of  the  Grangers  of  the  different  states.

The  Grange  Fire  Insurance  as  conducted  by  the  different  companies 
throughout  the  State  is  the  best  patronized  of  any  of  the  Grange  cooperative 
endeavors,  and  is  making  a  large  saving  for  our  members  in  premiums 
paid.  Our  gains  in  insurance  carried  during  the  past  year  are  about  twenty 
per  cent  and  we  now  have  over  one  hundred  million  of  insurance  in  force. 

This  Committee  would  recommend  in  localities  where  this  service  is  not 
already  available,  that  our  members  try  to  induce  grange  companies  already

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

AND  BY-LAWS 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was  made 
by  Howard  G.  Eisaman. 

The  report  of  the  committee  recommended  that  Article  XIV  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  regarding  deputies,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows; 

ARTICLE  XIV  DEPUTIES 

^      "There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  State  Grange  a  sufficient  number  of 
btate  Deputies  to  properly  encourage  and  advance  Grange  activities  through- 
out the   State  in  the  most  efficient  and  economical  manner  possible.     The 
duties    of   the   deputies   shall   be   to   organize   and   reorganize    Granges;    to 
install  officers  of  Granges  when  the  same  have  been  elected,  and  to  aid  in 
the  promotion  of  all  lines  of  Grange  activities  whenever  called  upon.     They 
shall  be  vigilant  that  no  disorder  shall  obtain  in  the  Grange  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions.     Deputies  shall  receive  for  organizing  new  Granges 
such    amounts    as    are    granted    and    stipulated    for    this    purpose    by    the 
National  Grange.     In  addition  they  shall  receive  such  compensation  from  the 
State    Grange   as    may   be   determined   by   the    Executive    Committee.     The 
Deputies  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  but  shall  b«  subject  to  removal 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  of  the   State  Grange.     In  addition  to  the 
State  Deputies  above  provided  for,  each  Pomona  Grange  Master  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  one  or  more  Pomona  Deputies.     The  duties  of  Pomona 
Deputies  shall  be  to  supervise  and  inspect  the  Subordinate  Granges  within 
their  respective  jurisdictions;  to  organize  and  reorganize  Granges,  and  to 
perform   such   other  duties   as   may  be   committed   to   their   care.     Pomona 
Deputies  shall  hold  office  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Master  of  the  State 
Grange.     They  shall  receive  for  their  services  such  compensation  from  the 
Pomona  Grange  as  may  be  determined  by  that  body." 
Adopted  as  read. 


MEMBERSHIP  DUES 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  minimum  dues  of  all  members  in 
the  Subordinate  Grange  be  increased  from  $1.50  per  year,  as  at  present,  to 
$1.60  per  year.  It  was  further  recommended  that  the  quarterly  dues  paid  by 
the  Subordinate  Grange  to  the  State  Grange  be  increased  from  fourteen 
cents  per  member  each  quarter,  as  at  present,  to  sixteen  cents  per  quarter. 
After  an  animated  debate,  this  recommendation  was  defeated.

FIFTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  SESSION 


CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT  ADOPTED 

After  the  defeat  of  the  proposal  to  increase  membership  dues,  as  out- 
lined above,  the  committee  recommended  that  Article  VII,  Section  6,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  Grange  be  amended  in  such  manner  that  the 
quarterly  dues  sent  to  the  Pomona  Grange  by  the  State  Grange  be  reduced 
from  five  cents  per  member  each  quarter,  as  at  present,  to  four  and  one- 
half  cents  per  quarter.     This  recommendation  was  unanimously  adopted. 


AMENDMENT  TO  NATIONAL  GRANGE 
CONSTITUTION  DEFEATED 

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  National 
Grange,  submitted  to  the  States  for  approval  was  negatively  recommended 
by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws: 

To  amend  Article  VIII  by  adding  Section  7  as  follows. 

"In  addition  to  the  dues  above  specified,  each  member  shall  pay  one 
cent  per  month  as  special  dues  for  the  National  Grange  Monthly  and  the 
educational  and  publicity  work  of  the  Grange.  Said  amount  to  be  due  and 
payable  January  1,  of  each  year  in  one  payment  of  twelve  cents;  said 
amount  to  be  reported  and  forwarded  directly  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Subordinate  Grange  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  and  through  him 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange.  This  amount  shall  be  deposited  as 
a  separate  account  with  the  National  Treasurer  and  used  exclusively  to 
send  the  National  Grange  Monthly  into  every  Grange  household  in  the  nation 
and  to  carry  on  the  educational  and  publicity  work  of  the  Grange;  provided, 
however,  that  this  section  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  in  effect  for  three 
years  only  following  ratification,  unless  otherwise  provided  prior  thereto 
and  further  provided  that  any  State  Grange  may  elect  to  pay  said  twelve 
cents  out  of  its  State  funds." 

(Passed  at  the   58th  Annual   session  of  the   National   Grange  held   at 
Atlantic  City,  N.  J.  Nov.  9-21,  1924.) 
The  proposed  amendment  was  rejected. 


CHANGES  IN  RITUAL  AND  DIGEST 

The  following  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
by  the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  in  submitting  proposed  changes  in 

the  constitution,  ritual  and  digest:  «    ^of.>. 

Dec  2,  1924. 

Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
Greetings : 

The  recent  session  of  the  National  Grange  at  Atlantic  City  by  practically 

unanimous  vote,  adopted  the  attached  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and 

referred  them  to  the  State  Granges  of  the  nation  for  acceptance  or  rejection. 

*       Reduced    to    the    plainest   terms,    the    amendments    simply    provide    for 

giving  the   Pomona   Grange   its   rightful   place   in   the   Order  and   for   the 

development  of  all  our  Grange  machinery  in  harmony  with  this  program. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed,  which  reported  as  follows: 

"As  a  special  committee  of  the  National  Grange,  we  went  through  the 

Constitution    and   made    such    changes    as    were    found   necessary    to    give 
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Pomona  her  rightful  and  proper  place  in  the  ritualism  and  work  of  our 
Order.  We  were  especially  careful  not  to  disturb  the  development  of  Pomona 
work  in  any  state.  When  we  made  changes  in  an  article,  the  whole 
article  was  included  so  that  no  mistake  in  form  or  sequence  might  be  made» 
"We  earnestly  recommend  the  following  Constitution  as  amended  and 
hope  that  each  State  Grange  as  it  meets,  will  ratify  it,  and  thus  enable 
the  Grange  to  take  this  forward  step  in  our  ritualism.'*

The  High  Priest  of  Demeter  and  the  officers  of  the  National  Grange  were 
consulted  by  the  committee,  and  their  report  was  considered  very  earnestly 
by  the  National  Grange  during  three  sessions.  Its  adoption  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  would  seem  to  indicate  that  these  amendments  have  the 
approval  of  all  and  should  be  adopted  by  the  various  states.

After  reading  this  letter,  Mr.  Eisamen,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  stated  that  the  committee  recommended  the 
approval  of  the  following  amendments,  as  outlined  in  the  letter  above: 


CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PATRONS  OF  HUSBANDRY 

ARTICLE  1.     ORGANIZATION 

Section  1.     The  order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  shall  consist  of  the  follow- 
lozving  divisions : 

Subordinate  Granges  (membership  Granges)  having  charge  of  the  first  four 
degrees  as  follows: — 

First  Degree — Laborer   (man),  Maid   (woman). 

Second  Degree — Cultivator  (man),  Shepherdess  (woman). 

Third  Degree — Harvester  (man).  Gleaner  (woman). 

Fourth  Degree — Husbandman  (man).  Matron  (woman). 

Pomona   Granges   (district  membership  Granges)    having  charge  of  the  fifth 
degree  (Pomona). 

State   Granges    (state   delegate    bodies)    having   charge    of    the    sixth    degree 
(Flora). 

National    Grange    (a    national    representative    body)    having    charge    of    the 
business  of  the  Seventh  Degree  (Ceres). 

Assembly  of  Demeter  having  charge   of  the  secret  work  of  the   Order  and 
trial  court  of  National  Grange  officers. 

ARTICLE  2.     MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.     Subordinate  Granges. 

Any  person  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  and  having  no  interest  in 
conflict  with   our  purposes,   of   the   age   of   fourteen   years,   duly   proposed, 
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elected  and  complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Order,  is  en- 
titled to  membership  and  the  benefit  of  the  degrees  taken.  Every  applica- 
tion must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  membership.  If  rejected,  the  money 
will  be  refunded,  and  no  petition  shall  be  received  from  a  rejected  applicant 
until  six  months  shall  have  elapsed  after  such  rejection.  Applications  must 
be  certified  by  two  members,  and  ballotted  for  at  a  regular  subsequent  meet- 
ing.    It  shall  require  three  negative  votes  to  reject  an  applicant. 

Section  2.     Pomona  Granges.     (Faith) 

Pomona  Granges  shall  be  composed   of  all  fourth  degree  members  in  good 
standing    in    the   subordinate    Granges   of    the    district   who    have    been    properly 
recommended,  elected  by  a  majority  vote  and  initiated  in   the  fifth  degree. 
Pomona  Granges  shall  open  in  and  confer  the  fifth  degree. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Pomona  Granges  to  assist  in  the  social,  educa- 
tional,/^(7i.y/ahV^  and  business  interests  of  the  Order  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, and  especially  to  assume  responsibility  for  Grange  growth  in  the  county 
or  district  under  such  system  as  the  State  Grange  shall  provile. 

Secretaries  of  Pomona  Granges  shall  keep  a  list  of  members  of  their 
Pomona  Grange. 

Section  3.     State  Granges.     (Hope) 

(a)  State  Granges  shall  be  composed  of  officers  and  their  wives  or 
husbands;  past  masters  and  their  wives  or  husbands,  all  ex-officio,  and  dele- 
gates selected  from  the  Grange  membership  in  the  state  under  such  regula- 
tion as  the  State  Grange  may  provide. 

The  wives  or  husbands  of  the  delegates  to  State  Grange,  if  fourth  degree 
members  in  good  standing,  shall  be  voting  members  in  that  body. 

(b)  Where  a  state  has  not  reduced  its  representation,  any  subordinate 
Grange  shall  have  the  right  to  elect  a  fourth  degree  member  in  good  stand- 
ing, as  its  representative  in  the  State  Grange,  when  neither  the  master  nor 
his  wife  or  husband  are  able  to  attend. 

(c)  Pomona  Granges  may  be  represented  in  State  Granges  under  such 
regulations  as  the  State  Grange  may  provide. 

(d)  State  Granges  shall  open  in  the  sixth  degree  and  have  authority 
to  confer  the  degree  of  Flora  on  all  members  of  the  Order  in  good  standing, 
in  their  respective  states,  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  Pomona,  and  each 
person  receiving  the  degree  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  membership 
in  the  sixth  degree  from  the  National  Grange  and  duly  attested  by  the  State 
Grange  under  its  seal. 

Section  4.     National  Grange.     (Charity) 

The  National  Grange  shall  be  composed  of  masters  and  past  masters 
of  State  Granges  and  their  wives  or  husbands,  if  fourth  degree  members  in 
good  standing,  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  Ceres,  and  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  National  Grange. 

Provided  that  only  those  members  of  the  National  Grange  who  are 
masters  of  State  Granges,  and  their  wives  or  husbands,  if  fourth  degree 
members  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  therein;  and  provided 
further  that  past  masters  and  their  wives  or  husbands,  if  fourth  degree 
members  in  good  standing,  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  Ceres  and  all 
former  members  of  the  National  Grange  shall  be  honorary  members  of  the 
National  Grange  eligible  to  office  therein,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

The  National  Grange  shall  open  in  the  Seventh  Degree. 

Section  5.     Assembly  of  Demeter.     (Fidelity) 

The  Assembly  of  Demeter  shall  be  composed  of  all  members  of  the 
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Order  who  have  received  the  Seventh  Degree  and  who  are  in  good  standing: 
in  a  subordinate  Grange;  provided,  however,  that  only  officers  of  the  As- 
sembly, past  masters  of  State  Granges  and  their  wives  or  husbands,  and 
the  voting  members  of  the  National  Grange  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

The  Assembly  of  Demeter  shall  have  charge  of  the  secret  work  of  the 
Order,  confer  the  Seventh  Degree  and  shall  be  a  trial  court  of  all  officers 
of  the  National  Grange  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  National 
Grange  may  from  time  to  time  provide. 

ARTICLE  3.     OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  a  Grange,  juvenile,  subordinate,  Pomona,  State 
or  National,  consist  of  and  rank  as  follows:  Master,  overseer,  lecturer, 
steward,  assistant  steward,  chaplain,  treasurer,  secretary,  gatekeeper,  Ceres, 
Pomona,  Flora  and  lady  assistant  steward. 

The  Officers  of  the  Assembly  of  Demeter  shall  be  High  Priest,  Priest 
Archon,  Priest  Annalist,  Priest  Archivist,  Priest  Treasurer,  Priest  Hierophant, 
Priest  Interpreter,  Priest  Orator,  Priest  First  Mystagogue,  Priest  Second  Mysta- 
gogue.  Priest  Conductor,  Priest  Messenger,  Priest  Herald,  Priest  Guardian, 
Priestess  Ceres,  Priestess  Flora  and  Priestess  Pomona. 

It  is  their  duty  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the  Order  are  carried  out. 

Section  2.  How  chosen — In  the  Subordinate  Granges  they  shall  be  chosen 
annually  at  a  regular  meeting  in  December  provided  such  states  as  desire 
may  elect  in  November,  and  installed  at  a  special  or  regrular  meeting  in 
January,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable;  in  the  Pomona  Grange  an^ 
nually  at  such  time  ivithin  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  as  each  State  Grange 
may  determine;  provided  that  State  Granges  shall  have  the  power  to  pro- 
vide for  biennial  election  of  officers  in  Pomona  Granges  in  their  respective 
jurisdictions;  in  the  State  Granges  once  in  two  years;  and  in  the  National 
Grange  once  in  two  years,  and  in  the  Assembly  of  Demeter  The  High  Priest, 
Priest  Archon  and  Priest  Annalist  once  in  two  years,  coinciding  with  the 
election  in  the  National  Grange;  Ceres,  Pomona  and  Flora  elected  by  the 
National  Grange  and  the  remaining  officers  appointed  by   the  High  Priest. 

Section  3.  The  Master  of  the  National  Grange  may  appoint  members  of 
the  Order  as  deputies,  to  organize  Granges  where  no  State  Grange  exists, 
and  in  other  states  with  approval  of  State  Master. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Grange,  consisting  of  the  Master  and  three  other  members,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years,  one  to  be  elected  each  year.  Such  members  of  said 
Committee  as  shall  have  the  management  of  the  funds  of  National  Grange 
shall  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  each,  each  of  said  bonds 
to  be  approved  by  the  other  members  of  the  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  officers  of  the  respective  Granges  shall  be  addressed  as 
"WORTHY." 

ARTICLE  4.     MEETINGS 

Section  1.  Subordinate  Granges  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  month,  and 
may  hold  intermediate  meetings. 

Section  2.  Pomona  Granges  sluill  meet  once  in  three  months,  and  may  hold 
intermediate  meetings  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  Order. 

Section  3.  State  Granges  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Grange  shall  from  year  to  year  determine. 

Section  4.  The  National  Grange  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day after  the  second  Monday  in  November,  at  such  plac^  as  the  Grange  may 
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from  year  to  year  determine.  Should  the  National  Grange  adjourn  without 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  the 
place  and  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange  and  the  Masters  of 
State  Granges,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  day  appointed.

ARTICLE  7.     FEES   FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  minimum  fee  for  membership  in  a  Subordinate  Grange 
shall  be  for  men  three  dollars,  and  for  women  one  dollar  for  the  four  degrees; 
provided  that  State  Granges  shall  have  power  to  reduce  the  fee  within 
their  respective  jurisdiction,  to  any  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar  for  men, 
and  fifty  cents  for  women. 

Section  2.  The  minimum  fee  for  membership  in  a  Pomona  Grange  shall  he 
fifty  cents. 

Section  3.  The  minimum  fee  for  the  sixth  degree  shall  be  one  dollar  for 
each  person,  three-fourths  to  be  retained  by  the  State  Grange  and  one-fourth 
to  be  paid  to  the  National  Grange. 

Section  4.  The  initiation  fee  for  the  Seventh  Degree  shall  be  one  dollar 
for  each  person. 

ARTICLE  8.     DUES 

Section  1.  The  minimum  of  regular  quarterly  dues  in  a  subordinate 
Grange  shall  be  thirty  cents  from  each  member  and  each  Grange  may  other- 
wise regulate  its  own  dues;  Provided,  however  that  a  State  Grange  may  increase 
the  minimum  subordinate  Grange  dues  for  the  purpose  of  financing  Pomona 
Granges  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  report  quar- 
terly to  the  Secretary  of  his  State  Grange  the  number  of  persons  initiated 
since  his  last  report,  and  also  the  number  who,  by  death,  expulsion,  re- 
moval, or  otherwise  have  ceased  to  be  members  within  the  same  time;  and 
shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  such  amount  of  dues  on  each 
member  and  fees  for  each  person  initiated,  during  the  quarter,  as  the  State 
Grange  may  determine. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State  Grange  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands,  at  least  once  every 
thirty  days,  taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  shall  report  quarterly,  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  National  Grange,  the  membership  in  the  state. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  of  each  State  Grange  shall  pay  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  National  Grange,  in  quarterly  installments,  the  annual  dues  of 
eight  cents  for  each  member  in  the  State;  said  installments  to  be  due  on 
April  1st,  July  1st,  October  1st  and  January  1st  of  each  year.  And  to  the  Sec- 
retaries of  the  several  Pomonas  ivithin  the  state  such  portions  of  the  quarterly 
dues  as  the  State  Grange  shall  determine.  The  secretary  of  the  National  Grange 
shall  between  the  first  and  tenth  of  each  month  pay  into  the  hands  of  the 
National  Treasurer,  all  moneys  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  National 
Grange. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  National  Grange  shall  pay  out  money 
only  upon  order  siped  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
countersigned  by  tn^  Master. 
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Section  6.     No  State  Grange  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
National  Grange  whose  dues  are  unpaid  for  more  than  one  quarter.

ARTICLE  3

members  of  subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  shall  be  allowed  the  right  of 
appeal  to  their  State  Granges,  and  members  of  the  State  Grange  shall  be 
allowed  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEALTH  AND  SANITATION 

Health  and  sanitation  go  hand  in  hand.  In  the  long  run,  there  can  be 
no  such  thing  as  health  without  proper  sanitation.  Most  of  the  devasting 
scourges  of  history  were  due  to  dirt  and  filth.  It  has  well  been  said  that 
cleanliness  is  next  to  godliness. 

We  wish  to  place  particular  emphasis  upon  the  importance  of  the  proper 
drainage  of  our  farm  homeft. 


It  is  highly  important  that  the  water  supply  be  protected  from  contami- 
nation. Neglect  in  this  direction  has  many  times  led  to  typhoid  fever  and 
death. 

We  want  to  urge  all  Patrons  to  keep  their  dairy  barns  spick  and  span. 
Cleanlmess  m  this  matter  is  absolutely  necessary  to  common  decency.  We 
urge  that  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  use  all  the  power 
at  Its  command  to  secure  an  adequate  appropriation  for  cleaning  up  tuber- 
culosis among  our  dairy  herds. 

It  adds  immensely  to  the  appearance  and  comfort  of  the  farm  home 
to  keep  the  premises  in  apple  pie  order,  and  this  also  promotes  good  health. 
Do  not  harbor  a  dump  on  your  place  for  flies  and  mosquitoes  to  breed  in. 

Proper  ventilation  and  plenty  of  sunlight  are  essential  to  good  health. 
To  sleep  m  a  draught  is  dangerous.  But  proper  ventilation  is  none  the  less 
necessary  and  may  easily  be  secured  by  simply  raising  the  window  with  a 
little  discretion,  depending  on  the  temperature  and  the  time  of  year. 

We  urge  all  Patrons  to  see  that  the  schools  attended  by  their  children 
are  kept  in  sanitary  condition.  Unsanitary  conditions  about  the  schools 
frequently  lead  to  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION 

This  committee  recommends  that  in  order  to  get  more  business  for  the 
Keystone  Grange  Exchange,  a  time  credit  of  ten  or  fifteen  days  be  given, 
instead  of  the  usual  cash  with  order,  conditions  as  exists  now.  This  to 
enable  Granges  wishing  to  patronize  their  own  exchange  to  do  so, 

WHEREAS:  Under  present  conditions  they  are  compelled  to  buy  from 
houses  who  grant  the  aforesaid  arrangement. 

This  Committee  does  not  recommend  placing  agents  in  field  to  solicit 
business  for  the  exchange,  believing  that  the  extended  credit  would  increase 
business  and  be  of  great  help  to  purchaser. 

We  recommend  that  a  short  course  in  cooperation  as  practiced  by  Granges 
and  other  organizations,  also  by  governments  of  foreign  countries,  be  pre- 
pared for  study  in  Juvenile  Grange  Lecture  hours,  believing  that  this  im- 
portant subject  should  be  presented  to  our  future  Grangers  as  early  as 
possible.  The  Committee  also  heartily  endorses  the  following  extracts  from 
Worthy  Master  McSparran's  address: 

"Granges  should  have  an  officer  or  a  committee  whose  duty  it  should 
be  to  scan  the  bulletins  as  soon  as  they  come  and  see  if  there  is  anything 
demanding  such  haste  that  it  cannot  wait  until  the  next  meeting,  and  in 
any  case  to  report  promptly  and  when  the  Grange  has  acted  upon  a  given 
question  take  the  step  required  so  that  our  representatives  will  know  that 
their  constituents  are  working  with  them  and  in  friendly  way  wishing  to 
help  them  to  solve  rightly  the  many  questions  that  arise  in  the  flood  of 
bills  they  have  to  handle  in  so  short  a  time."

REPORT  OF  COMlvrnTEE  ON  TRANSPORTATION 

Your  Committee  on  Transportation  is  impressed  by  what  Worthy  Master 
McSparran  said  in  his  annual  address  at  the  opening  of  this  meeting  on  the 
question  of  roads  and  transportation.  The  following  paragraph  from  his 
address  especially  commends  itself  to  us: 

"There  is  a  disposition  today  not  to  care  whether  the  railroads  get 
traffic  or  not;  but  we  will  wake  up  to  the  fact  some  of  these  days,  when 
our  spree  is  over  and  our  money  spent,  that  we  have  to  have  the  railroads 
and  that  we  will  be  taxed  by  rates  that  will  keep  them  up.  We  should 
demand  of  the  railroads  that  they  perform  the  function  of  transportation 
at  reasonable  rates,  and  then  see  that  they  get  the  traffic  they  should  have. 
That  the  railroads  themselves  are  puting  some  of  these  trucks  on  the  road 
only  shows  the  need  of  an  enlivened  public  interest  in  the  whole  subject 
of  transportation." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  people  of  every  county  and  State  are 
using  our  township  roads,  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  the  State 
gets  all  of  the  automobile  license  fees,  we  favor  more  liberal  appropria- 
tions of  State  and  county  funds  for  township  roads. 

Since  trucks,  tractors,  and  other  vehicles  carrying  heavy  loads  over  our 
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surfaced  roads  do  immense  damage  by  rutting  and  breaking  them  up,  the 
committee  favors  a  State  law  limiting  the  load  carried  to  five  tons  maximum 
weight,  unless  a  trailer  be  added  to  distribute  the  weight.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MILEAGE  AND  CREDENTIALS 

Your  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Credentials  submits  the  following  report: 

There  are  forty-seven  Pomona  Granges  represented  at  this  meeting, 
while  the  number  of  Subordinate  Granges  represented  is  five  hundred  thirty- 
two.  The  total  number  of  Pomona  delegates  is  eighty,  while  the  Sub- 
ordinate Grange  delegates  number  eight  hundred  four,  making  a  combined 
total  of  eight  hundred  eighty-four  delegates,  coming  from  sixty-three 
counties.  The  sum  paid  out  for  mileage  of  delegates,  at  this  session  is 
$10,602.23.  The  task  imposed  upon  this  committee  is  not  a  light  one.  But 
the  courteous  and  helpful  disposition  of  the  delegates  has  made  the  work 
very  pleasant. 

The  committee  exercised  its  best  judgment  in  passing  upon  the  problems 
coming  before  it,  and  we  trust  that  if  any  mistakes  have  occurred,  the 
parties  aggrieved  with  take  the  matter  up  for  adjustment  with  the  proper 
officers  of  the  State  Grange.  The  delegates  have  shown  a  great  degree  of 
loyalty  to  the  rulings  of  the  State  Grange  by  traveling  by  the  shortest 
route  wherever  possible.  We  trust  that  all  who  are  here  gathered  will 
return  to  their  several  homes  in  every  quarter  of  our  great  Commonwealth 
with  renewed  inspiration  and  with  the  firm  resolution  to  promote  the  best 
interests  of  the  great  fraternity  to  which  we  are  all  proud  to  belong. 

The  average  cost  for  transportation  pf  delegates  per  Grange  was 
$18.31  plus,  as  compared  with  $17.46,  the  average  amount  paid  per  Grange 
at  the  1923  session.

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CLOSING  CEREMONIES 

Doctor  Charles  C.  Rankin,  Deputy-at-large,  of  Brandywine  Grange,  No. 
60,  who  for  years  has  installed  the  officers  of  the  State  Grange,  again  pre- 
sided over  this  ceremony.  Upon  its  conclusion,  Fred  Brenckman,  Secretary 
of  the  State  Grange,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

"WHEREAS:  Brother  John  A.  McSparran  is  tonight  voluntarily  re- 
tiring as  Master  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  after  ten  years  of  service 
in  that  capacity,  and 

"WHEREAS:  He  has  won  the  universal  love  and  approval  of  our 
membership  by  his  fine,  manly  qualities  and  by  his  unflagging  zeal  in  ad- 
vocating the  cause  of  agriculture,  therefore  be  it 

"RESOLVED:  That  this  convention  expresses  its  high  appreciation  of 
his  splendid  services,  his  unfailing  loyalty,  and  his  uniform  devotion  to  the 
trust  committed  to  his  care;  and  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED:  That  we  extend  to  him  our  most  cordial  wishes  for  his 
future  welfare  and  prosperity." 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.  In  responding  to  the 
rousing  demonstration  in  his  honor  by  the  entire  assemblage,  Mr.  McSparran 
promised  that,  as  a  member  in  the  ranks,  he  would  continue  to  devote  his 
best  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Grange  and  the  cause  of  agri- 
culture. He  also  pledged  his  hearty  support  to  the  new  Master,  Brother 
P.  H.  Dewey. 

Brother  McSparran  was  then  presented  with  a  Hamilton  watch,  appro- 
priately inscribed.  It  came  as  a  gift  from  the  officers  and  members  at- 
tending the  session.  Howard  G.  Eisaman,  Master  of  Erie  County  Pomona 
Grange,  made  the  speech  of  presentation,  lauding  Mr.  McSparran  for  his 


services,  and  giving  him  due  credit  for  the  progress  and  achievements  of 
the  Grange  during  his  incumbency  as  Master.  Past  Master  W.  F.  Hill  then 
decorated  Brother  McSparran  with  the  jewel  of  a  Past  Master,  remarking 
that  the  society  of  which  he  himself  had  been  the  sole  member  since  the 
death  of  Past  Master  William  T.  Creasy  had  now  been  doubled  in  size. 

Brother  Dewey  cordially  thanked  the  delegates  for  the  honor  conferred 
upon  him  and  asked  for  the  united  support  of  the  members  throughout  the 
State  in  carrying  forward  the  great  and  useful  work  in  which  the  Grange  is 
engaged. 

It  was  at  an  earlier  hour  than  usual  that  the  Patron^s  Chain  was  formed 
and  the  Grange  closed  in  due  form,  bringing  to  a  harmonious  end  one  of 
the  most  memorable  sessions  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange.
